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Office of the Railroad Commissioners, \ 
Salem, Oregon, January 1, 1895. j 

To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon: 

Pursuant to the requirements of law, the board of railroad com- 
missioners submits its fourth biennial report for your consideration. 

The present board of railroad commissioners consists of I. A. 
Macrum (chairman), J. B. Eddy, and H. B. Compson, commis- 
sioners, and Lydell Baker, clerk. The board was organized Febru- 
ary 21, 1893. Regular monthly meetings have been held on the 
first Monday of each month, at Salem, as required by law; a branch 
ofBce has been maintained at Portland for the accommodation and 
convenience of the public, and has been constantly kept open. The 
regular semi-annual inspections of the diflFerent lines of railroad 
within the State have been made and a report thereof furnished the 
managers of the various companies. Annual reports have been 
received from the various railway companies operating lines within 
the State. Uniform classification of freights has been secured. The 
freight tariiffs formerly in use have been revised, equalized, and 
reduced. Numerous complaints and' grievances between the public 
and railroad companies have been adjusted, and the physical con- 
dition of the greater part of the lines in the State greatly improved. 
These and other matters are more fully set out in this report, here- 
after. 

Much more than has been accomplished during the last two 
years could have been done, had not the unprecedented wave of 
business depression swept over the State and country generally. 
In 1893, the falling off of freight and passenger business was simply 
marvelous. In 1894, it was still greater. Of the railroads oper- 
ated within the State, four are in the hands of receivers, and the 
accounts of all show a large deficit. Notwithstanding the earnings 
of the various railroad companies have been decreasing steadily 
the past two years, yet considerable concessions have been secured 
from all the principal roads by way of material reduction in 
freights on the leading productions of the State. 

In 1893, the Union Pacific Company, then operating the Oregon 
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Railway & Navigation Co.'s lines, granted a reduction on grain, 
Hour, feed, and millstufts from The Dalles, Biggs, and Rufus of 3| 
cents per hundred pounds, and of 2J cents from Squally Hook, 
Quinns, Arlington and points on the Heppner Branch; from Uma- 
tilla County points, one half of one cent per hundred; from La 
Grande and points on the Elgin Branch, 2^ cents; other points in 
the Grand Ronde Valley, one cent. In 1894, there had been se- 
cured from the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company, now oper- 
ated se[)arately, reductions of 1| cents on all points in Umatilla 
County; from La Grande, li cents; points on Elgin Branch, 5 
cents; other [)oints in the Grand Ronde Valley, 2f cents; points 
in the Powder River Valley, 2f cents, and from Baker City and 
Huntington, inclusive, 2J cents. These in the aggregate amounted 
in 1893 to over $16,000 on the lines of the Oregon Railway & Navi- 
gation Company, and the further reductions obtained for 1894 
amounted to over $30,000, or over $46,000 for the two years. Ma- 
terial reductions were also obtained upon other freight. For in- 
stance, a reduction from Heppner of 16 cents per hundred pounds 
on goods of the third class, which includes wool in bales; from 
Pendleton, a reduction of 13 cents was obtained on second and 
third class freight, and from La Grande, reductions of 12, 27, and 39 
cents were obtained on first, second, and third class freight, respec- 
tively. Proportionate reductions were obtained from intermediate 
points. 

When the present commission entered upon its duties, it found 
that the Southern Pacific Company, operating all of the Oregon & 
California lines and branches, was using a classification of freight 
that had been introduced by the Oregon & California Railroad Co. 
when it began operating in Oregon, and that it had been changed 
from time to time as required. The other roads leading into the 
State used what is known as the Western classification of freights. 
It was very inconvenient and annoying to shippers all over the 
State to have goods brought them under different freight classifica- 
tions, as the freight rates varied with each classification. When 
the attention of the commission was called to this matter, a con- 
sultation was had. with the management of the Southern Pacific 
Company which resulted in the adoption by the said company of 
the Western classification on all its lines in Oregon. The commis- 
sion also found that the Southern Pacific Company was operating 
under a set of freight tariffs which were unsatisfactory both to the 
public and to the company. The legislature of 1885 [)assed an act 
known as the "Hoult Act," to regulate freight tarift's in Oregon. 
By the terms of this act the rates of freight to be charged by any 
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railroad corporation in the State of Oregon sliouUl not exceed the 
rates charged on the first day of January, 1885. The Oregon & 
California Railroad Company then owned and operated the lines 
from Portland to Ashland, from Albany Junction to Lebanon, from 
Portland to Corvallis. .Owing to river craft competition for freight 
traffic in the Willamette Valley, the company had in use at that 
time (January 1, 1885,) teniporary tariffs to meet the river com- 
petition. The company claimed that these tariffs, intended to be 
temporary, were below cost of transportation, and were only in- 
tended for the emergency to retain part of the freight traffic of the 
Willamette Valley. The Iloult Act made it mandatory for the 
company to retain these rates when the competition ceased, and 
until the law of 1891 was passed, increasing the {»ower of the com- 
mission and making it the rate-making i)Ower, the company was un- 
able to frame a tariff schedule suited to the public or itself. Shippers 
and merchants from various sections urged the commission to 
adjust the tariffs of the company. It was, however, found to be 
impracticable" to do so on the basis of the tariff then in use. A 
basis of a regular gradation of rates to all points from Portland 
was fixed upon, and after a careful consideration of the facts bear- 
ing upon the subject, and hearing the parties complaining and 
representatives of the company, a set of tariffs was prepared and 
approved which was deemed equitable and fair both to the. public 
and the carrier. In changing the tariff, the rate on some classes of 
freight and at certain places was raised, but on most classes of 
freight and at many places, it was lowered. Whenever any raise 
was made it was due either to the change in the classification of 
freights or to the irregularity of the former schedule, hence could 
not be avoided. 

Since the said tariffs were put into effect, further reductions in 
rates as the exigencies in special cases demanded, have been made. 
On July 1, 1894, a tariff was put into effect for grain, flour, feed, 
and millstuffs, applicable for the shipments from Yamhill Division 
points via Whiteson and the West Side Division to the Union Sta- 
tion at Portland, which gives shippers the benefit of delivery of 
grain into warehouses connected with these terminals. 

On October 10, 1894, a new schedule of rates over all the South- 
ern Pacific lines in Oregon was put into effect on grain, flour, feed, 
and millstuffs, which was consummated after exhaustive delibera- 
tions upon the subject between the representatives of the railroad 
company and the commission. These reductions apply to almost 
every point, and represent a reduction of from 16% to 33% on the 
former rates as will more fully appear by reference to the schedule. 
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The interstate commerce commission, in order to facilitate its 
compilation of railroad statistics, lias divided the country into ten 
groups, beginning in New England with group one, and finishing 
on the Pacific Coast with group ten. The territory embraced within 
the latter consists of the States of California, Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho, and Nevada, the Territories of Utah, Arizona, and part of 
New Mexico. The total capital per mile of the tenth group is 
$84,836, subdivided as follows: Stock, $46,038; bonded debt, $35,- 
060; other capital, $3,738. The connections of the great transcon- 
tinental lines having any considerable mileage in Oregon are the 
Oregon & California (Southern Pacific Co. lessee) and the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Co. The former shows a capital stock per 
mile of $29,074; bonds, 830,030,— total, $59,104; the latter, capital 
stock per mile, $37,341; bonds, §35,330,— total, $72,(371; either of 
which is considerably below the average for the group. The ton 
mileage per mile of railroad is lowest in the tenth group, being 
227,791; the largest is in the second, which embraces the States of 
New York, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Delaware, and New Jersey, 
being 1,484,393.* The proportions of the average in group ten 
carried by the roads in Oregon are as follows: Oregon & Califor- 
nia, for 1893, 52,729, and for 1894, 42,932; of the Oregon Railway 
& Navigation Company, for 1893, 283,455. That year the Utah & 
Northern & Oregon Short Line was the lessee of this line and 
reported its ton mileage per mile of road, entire line, 179,132. In 
group two the ton mileage per mile of road for 1893 is given as 
1,484,393. The average passenger traffic of group ten is given at 
72,660 passengers carried annually one mile per mile of road. The 
Oregon & California, in 1893, carried 47,454 per mile, and in 1894, 
44,863 per mile of road. There were carried over the lines of the 
Oregon Railway & Navigation Company in 1893,54,561 passengers 
per mile of road.f In group two the number of passengers car- 
ried one mile per mile of road in 1893 was 424,370. The number 
of passengers carried one mile over the lines of the Oregon Rail- 
way & Navigation Company in 1891, was 38,603,643; in 1893 the 
number was 29,112,816. In 1891 the number of tons of freight 
hauled one mile over the same road was 188,833,646, and the rate 
per ton per mile, 1.64 cents. In 1893 the number of tons hauled one 
mile was 151,245,987, and the rate per ton per mile, 1.336 cents. In 
the total number of tons of freight hauled one mile there has been

fForthe fihoal .\car ending June :ho, l«94. there is no report from this company. On July 4, 
\H\)4. the properties of the Oregon Kailwav & Navigation Company were separated from the Union 
Pacific sy Item and placed In the hands of a separate receiver, and the former lessee has failed to 
report Its business for the year 1894 to this board. 
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a falling off in the two years of 37,587,659, and at the same time 
there has been a reduction in rates averaging about 70 cents on 
each ton carried, and a reduction in tlie rate charged per ton per 
mile of ,304 cents. The reduction obtained for the removal of 
the crops of 1893 and 1894, which are not included in the above 
estimates, will bring the average down very much more, and this 
in the face of the further fact that the tonnage and passenger traflBc 
has continued to fall off materially. So many things must be 
taken into account in comparing the results of railroad operation 
in different countries, or in different sections of the same country, 
that sound conclusions can hardly be reached as to any detail with- 
out much study. The population of the State of Oregon rer square 
mile is less than any State east of the Rocky Mountains, while 
there are also fewer people to each mile of railroad in Oregon than 
in any State east of the Mississippi, with the single exception of 
Florida. The volume of freight traflBc moved per mile of line in 
Oregon is much less than in that portion of the United States lying 
east of the Rocky Mountains. The density of traflSc in the various 
groups of States shown by the report of the interstate commerce 
commission for year ending June 30, 1893, compares as follows: —

The States comprising the second group have a population of 
13,600,000. The tenth group has a population of 2,350,000. The 
number of million tons carried in the second group one mile was 
28,606; the number of million tons carried in the tenth group, 
2,723; the number of million of passengers carried one mile in the 
second group was 3,881; the number in the tenth, 835. The com- 
parison is made between the second and tenth groups because the 



•Poor's Manual of Railroads for 1893 gives the total tonnage per mile of road operated in the 
United States as 522, 805. The above Is from the report of the Interstate commerce commission. 
The difference is probably accounted for by the fact that the commission's year ends with June 
aO, while the Manual computes the business of the calendar year ending December 30. 
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second is the largest in the United States in pro[)ortion of population 
and business, and the tenth is that in which Oregon is situated, and 
has the distinction of doing the smallest amount of railroad busi- 
ness. While its population is greater than that of the seventh 
group, the volume of its railroad traffic is just a little less. Taking 
an average of all the roads in the United States, the total mileage 
in 1884 was 113,172, and the rates over the roads operated per ton 
per mile 1.125 cents; the number of tons hauled one mile per mile 
operated, 386,475. In 1893 the total mileage of the United States 
was 173,170, and the rate per ton per mile, 0.893 cents; the number 
of tons hauled one mile per mile operated, 551,232. 

Much stress has often been laid upon the low rates prevailing on 
Eastern roads in com[)arisun with rates on the Oregon lines. In 
making these comparisons, there should betaken into consideration 
the volume of traffic. It is estimated that operating and main- 
tenance expenses will increase in about the ratio of 50% increase 
in expense for each 100% increase in volume of traffic moved; 
consequently a road starting from any period when it is earning an 
adequate revenue to cover all proper charges, can lower its rate as 
the volume of traffic permanently increases and continues pros- 
perous, provided that by the time the traffic has doubled the 
average rates have not been reduced to less than about 65% of 
the original rate, which rate applied on the doubled traffic would 
produce additional earnings barely sufficient to cover the increase 
in expenses incurred for moving double the original volume of 
traffic. 

Another feature is often lost sight of in the comparison referred 
to. The railroads of the States of the Mississippi Valley are con- 
structed over prairies, almost every acre of which contributes to the 
business of the roads. In Oregon the grades are heavy and there 
are adjacent to all the roads, especially to the Oregon Railway & 
Navigation Company, vast areas of what might be called non-con- 
tributory territory; that is to say, arid or mountainous regions, 
which do not furnish a pound of freight to swell the volume of 
railroad business. Then again, it is more expensive to operate 
trains on heavy grades; and further, fuel and wages are higher 
here than in the East. All sides of the question must be consid- 
ered. Now the average ton mileage per mile of road in the United 
States is 551,232, and the average rate per ton per mile, 0.893 
cents; on the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company's line in 
1893 the ton mileage per mile of road was 283,455, less than one 
half the average for the United States; and the rate per ton per 
mile, 1.336 cents. On the Southern Pacific Company's lines in 
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Oregon the ton mileage per mile of road for 1894, was 42,942, about 
one sixth the volume of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Com- 
pany and the rate per ton per mile, 2.40 cents. The diflFerence 
between the Oregon Railway it Navigation Company's rate and 
that of the Southern Pacific is accounted for on the ground that 
the volume of traflBc of the former is much larger, as above set forth, 
and much of it through business, and the average haul per ton is 
223 miles, while the average haul of the latter is but 93 miles. 
These figures can be verified by reference to the detailed reports of 
the companies herewith. 

The people of the State of Oregon are largely engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits, and the chief export product of the State is wheat. 
When the wheat grower is prosperous, the whole people of the 
State share in that prosperity. Mindful of this fact, the board has 
directed its energies especially in the direction of reducing^'grain 
rates to the seaboard. The measure of success attending these 
efforts is set forth above and in the schedule of comparative grain 
rates in this report. The grain production of the State, exported 
for 1893, was as follows: Via the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company, 60,953 tons; via the Washington & Columbia River Rail- 
road, 31,386 tons; via the Southern Pacific Company's lines in Ore- 
gon, 58,692 tons; via the Oregon Pacific, 10,459 tons. Grand total, 
161,490 tons.

Contract with Wells. Fargo A Co. provides that the railroad shall transport express matter, 
and payment shall be made for Ruch services at agreed rates. 

Rates for carrying mails fixed by the government, and are subject to the terms of the acts of 
congress granting aid for the construction of the road. 

The *car8 are operated by the Pullman Palace Car Company, which owns an Interest in the 
cars. The net profit or loss from their operation is divided in proportion to the interest owned by 
each conipauy. 

Telegraph lines are operated jointly with Western Vnion Telegraph Company, under contract 
entered into for their operation. 

This company received aid in its construction firom the United States, and is subject by the 
acts granting such aid to certain restrictions and conditions regarding the transportation of 
freight, passengers, and mails. These acts constitute contracts between the railroad and United 
.^tates.

OFFICIAL INSPECTION OF LINES. 



SPRING OF 1893, 



SOUTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

EAST yiDE DIVISION. 

Commencing on Thursday, March 22d, in pursuance of law, the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners for Oregon made an official 
inspection of the Southern Pacific lines in Oregon, beginning at 
the State line between California and Oregon. The road from the 
State line to Ashland over the Siskiyou Mountains was found to be 
in fair condition excepting bridges Nos. 410 D, 415 G, and 419 I, 
which need overhauling. Coming north from Ashland on main 
line, bridges Nos. 455 A, 470 B, 472 F, 473 B, 493 A, 493 D, 494 B, 
494 E, and 596 A were old and should be renewed. No. 490 H 
should be a culvert and filled. No. 478 J needs some new timbers. 
No. 495 I needs attention. No. 591 A needs to be repaired. No. 
574 D and 712 G need new ties and new standards, and other 
repairs are needed by No. 575 B. A bridge should take the place 
of the false work in No. 579 E. New ties are needed at various 
places along the line. 

LEBANON BRANCH. 

The track was found to be in fair condition, but the iron light, 
although probably heavy enough for the traffic. 

WOODBURN-SPRINGFIELD BRANCH. 

The roadbed here was in excellent condition, and the bridges 
good, except No. 759 D, which was old, and which the board rec- 
ommended should be renewed. 

WEST SIDE DIVISION. 

The board fuuiid this division verv much in need of attention. 
No, 1 A needed posts and ties; Nos. 2 A, 9 A, 9 B, 10 C, 12 C, 14 B, 
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28 C, 32 II, 35 D, 3G II, and 37 A, needed new ties and guard-rails. 
There were bad rails on No. 3 B, one of the bridges on the moun- 
tain south of Portland. Nos. 3 G and 4 A, same place, were old, 
high, and badly decayed. Board recommended complete renewals 
without delay ; Nos. 8 C and 29 C needed new superstructures; Nos. 
11 B and 13 B needed new guard-rails; Nos. 15 A, IG A, 17 A, 35 
II, 42 D, 44 B, 44 C, 44 E, 44 F, 45 A, 45 C, and 45 G required 
filling; the bridge and trestle over Gales Creek, 20 D and 26 E, 
should be renewed; Nos. 27 A, 27 C, and 32 A needed some new 
piles; the superstructure of 52 G needed looking after; new mud- 
sills were needed in 75 A and 31 F. 

NARROW GUAGE. 

In bridges Nos. 10 and 12 H the piling needed attention; Nos. 
16 A, 17 C, 18 G, and 19 C needed several new piles and a general 
overhauling; Nos. 18 E and 20 F required new mudsills. South of 
Dundee, including the Sheridan branch, the road was found to be 
in good shape, excepting one bad rail south of No. 25 A. 

Report of the result of the inspection of the Southern Pacific 
main line from State line to Ashland, was on April 10th sent to 
Mr. A. N. Towne, general manager, at JSan Francisco, and the re- 
port of all lines north of Ashland, was, on April 10th, sent to Mr. 
R. Koehler, manager, at Portland, Oregon. 



NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

On Saturday, April 1, 1893, the board made an official inspec- 
tion of the Northern Pacific Railroad from Portland to Goble on 
the Columbia River, and found the roadbed in good shape, the 
trestles and bridges safe, and the improvements which Mr. Osborne, 
superintendent of bridges, informed the board were about to be 
made were calculated to place the road in first-class condition. A 
copy of the above inspection report was sent to Joseph McCabe, 
superintendent N. P. R. R. Co., Tacoma, Wash. 



INDEPENDENCE & MONMOUTH R. R. CO. 

The board made its inspection of this line on March 29, 1893. 
It was found to be in fair condition, except that the board recom- 
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mended that the ties on the trestle pear Independence should be 
doubled. 



ROGUE RIVER VALLEY RAILROAD. 

On March 23d the board went over this line. Roadbed was found 
to be not up to the standard required for heavy rolling-stock. It 
needed surfacing and strengthening in places, and a new stringer 
was need in the trestle near Da visville. But generally speaking the 
line could undoubtedly sustain the traffic to which it was subjected. 



OREGON PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

The board began its inspection of this line on April 5th. It re- 
commended the following improvements to be made as soon as 
possible: Bridges numbered 11, 12, 13, 14, 61, 63, 76, 77, and 78, a 
general overhauling; numbers 18, 19, 20, 24, 132, and 143, some 
piles; numbers 67, 68, and 71 should have their false work removed, 
and be replaced by spans; number 102 needed new posts at the 
east end. The board made the following recommendations: *'The 
improvements in progress and contemplated for the approaches of 
the bridges across the Willamette and Santiam Rivers and those 
between the latter point and Albany should be pushed to early 
completion." 

The board called attention especially to bridge number 23. "If 
you cannot renew this structure forthwith, place there some new 
piling without delay." The results of this inspection were for- 
warded to E. W. Hadley, receiver of said road, Corvallis, Oregon. 



UNION PA(TF^IC. 

This inspection was made during the latter part of April and the 
early part of May. The main line from Portland to Huntington 
was found to be in fair condition. Many tie renewals were noticed, 
and many bridges had been filled, others renewed or repaired. The 
board took notice of nine bridges that were either being filled or 
going to be filled. It recommended that Nos. 33 and 131 be ovf r- 
liaulcHl. It emphasized the necessity of vigilance over that portion 
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of the road which crosses the Blue Mountaius, on account of the 
snow, frost, and the heavy grades. The eastern end of the Elgin 
Branch needed some surfacing as soon as the winter storms would 
permit. 

A number of bridges along the ** Wild Horse " above Pendleton 
needed new timbers before tlie wet season. 

Because of the high and swift water in Willow Creek, on the 
line between Willows and Heppner, the board thought the founda- 
tions of bridges should be examined as soon as the waters subsided. 

Report was forwarded to R. W. Baxter, general superintendent 
U. P. System, Portland, Oregon. 

That portion of the Idaho Division of this system in Oregon was 
inspected April 21st, and the result reported to W. H. Bancroft, 
general superintendent Union Pacific, Omaha, Nebraska. 

The general condition of the track and structures was good, but 
attention was called to the Howe Truss bridges across the Snake 
River on either side of Ontario; that they, "while they might have 
been suflBcient when new, are, after nearly ten years of use and ex- 
posure, too light for the traffic that passes over them, and should 
be strengthened or renewed." 



WASHINGTON & COLUMBIA RIVER. 

Inspection made on the 12th of April. General condition of the 
road good, "except that many new ties are needed between Helix 
and Killian Junction, and also between said junction and Athena." 
Report made to W. D. Tyler, general manager, Walla Walla, Wash. 



SUMPTER VALLEY. 

Inspection made on the 14th of April, and report forwarded to 
Joseph A. West, superintendent. Baker City, Oregon. 

"The roadbed generally, considering the season of the year when 
the ground is soft, is in fair condition, except that portion nearest 
McEwenville, which needs surfacing badly, and over which, in its 
present condition, trains ought not to run at a speed exceeding ten 
miles an hour. The bridges are good and most of the trestles, but 
the ties on trestles and bridges should be equalized, increased in 
number, and fastened with guard rails to prevent moving from 
the jar of passing trains.''

SOUTHERN PACIFIC LINES. 

The inspection was begun on the 12th of September, and on that 
day the run was made from the State line to Ashland. The road 
showed evidence of much work having been done during the sum- 
mer, and the board reported that the work then in progress in 
tunnel 13 being completed this portion of the road would be in 
first-class condition. Report forwarded to A. N. Towne, general 
manager, Southern Pacific Co., San Francisco, Cal. 

The board then went on over the rest of the lines in Oregon, 
reporting the result to R. Koehler, manager of said lines in Oregon. 
Recommendations of improvement or renewal were made concern- 
ing the following bridges on the east side: 431 D, 620 F, 434 E, 
473 C, 487 G, 473 B, 574 D, 575 A, 596 A, 626 D and F, 628 E and 
G, 712 C. 

On the west side, special attention was called to 1 A, on the 
mountain south of Portland, it needing two batter posts. The 
superstructure of 26 B needed renewing, 27 A needed overhauling, 
and 31 F needed filling. 

Since the board's last inspection, the Portland & Willamette had 
been changed from narrow to standard gauge, and is now called 
the Yamhill Division. The board noticed that the light iron was 
still used south of Dundee, and that the bridge timbers had not 
been changed to meet the draft now made upon them by the 
heavier engines. It recommended the immediate strengthening of 
the bridges by additional stringers, and ordered the speed of trains 
to be not over twenty miles an hour. 



ROGUE RIVER VALLEY. 

Inspection made on tne 13th of September. General condition 
of the road not changed since spring inspection, and, in the opinion 
of the board, it was suflScient for the service required. Report 
made to W. A. Buchanan, secretary said road, Portland, Oregon. 
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INDEPENDENCE & MONMOUTH. 

Inspection made on the 19th of September. Same facts and 
same result reported as in foregoing. Report made to F. W. Pat- 
terson, secretary said road, Independence, Oregon. 



OREGON PACIFIC. 

This inspection was begun on the 3d of October. The following 
bridges were reported as needing attention and overhauling: 9, 
11, 12, 13, 14, 16, 24, 32, 39, 43, 44, 46, 47, 63, 76, 149, 151, 152, 
160, and 163. The board called the company's attention to the 
condition of 67, 68, and 71, and commented on the fact that the 
company had not taken out the false work under those bridges, and 
crossed the river by span or truss as per previous recommendation. 
After noticing that 36, 69, and 71 needed some minor repairs, the 
board said: ** Pile bridge 148, we understand, is to be driven in 
full, and it needs it. In the following bridges the sills should be 
cleaned and looked after, namely, 53, 54, 55, 56, 57, 58, 59, and 60. 
In bridge 180 (truss over Santiam) the pile abutments should be 
overhauled and new piling put in. Some are thoroughly decayed." 
Reported as before to E. W. Hadley, receiver, Corvallis. 



SUMPTER VALLEY. 

Inspection made on the 19th day of October. The report as for- 
warded to Joseph A. West, superintendent, Baker City, Oregon, was 
as follows: "On all of the trusses, except the large Howe Truss, the 
drying of the timbers which were put in green has caused a shrink- 
age which has made bad joints, thereby weakening the strength of 
the structures. In the opinion of the board the deflection on the 
trusses is altogether too great." * 

A report was made concerning the long trestle, that "the tempor- 
ary and make-shift repairs which were made at the time of the 
settling of the east ends of certain bents should give way to good 
and substantial repairs." 
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Washington & Columbia river. 

Inspection made on the 20th day of October. Tlie only recom- 
mendation made was in regard to tie renewals; the road generally 
was very well kept up. 



UNION PACIFIC. 

Inspection begun on the 14th of October. The piers of bridge 
IG (Howe Truss) needed attention because of their age; 33, 131, 
and 271 needed overhauling, especially was this true of 131, whose 
piles were rotting. In 179 three mudsills were needed. Both ap- 
proaches to 89 should be overhauled or filled; 235 and 64 (east of 
Pendleton) needed attention. **A11 long and high trestles, espec- 
ially where same are on a curve, should have inside guard rails." 

On the Elgin Branch the bridge at Island City received comment 
because of the driftwood which gathered there. 

On the Spokane Branch several timbers in the bridges along the 
Wild Horse Creek, showed signs of decay, and a recommendation 
for renewals of these was made.

SPECIAL INSPECTION OF OREGON PACIFIC. 

Portland, Oregon, January 23, 1894. 

Charles Clark, Esq., Receiver Oregon Pacific Railway Company, Cor- 
vallis, Oregon: 

Dear Sir: I am directed to forward to you the following com- 
munication : The board of railroad commissioners having visited 
bridge 148 of your line, the same being the west approach of the 
Albany bridge, and finding that the recommendation of the board 
of October 25, 1893, has not yet been complied with, direct that 
the said bridge be so repaired conveniently soon, that it shall be 
entirely safe for the passage of trains, and the trains be ordered to 
move over said bridge at not a greater speed than six miles per 
hour until said bridge be so repaired.

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SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 

Inspection of line in Oregon south of Ashland made April 28th. 
The road and structures were in good condition with the exception 
of the need of a few sills in the Dollarhide trestle. Report sent to 
A. N. Towne, manager, S. P. R. R. Co., San Francisco. 

On the main line the following renewals were recommended: 
The west approach to the bridge across the North Um|.qua(579 H) 
and the truss adjoining it (579 G), then strengthened by false work, 
also the bridges across the South Fork of the Willamette above and 
below Cottage Grove (626 D and F, and 628 E and G). 

On the Lebanon Branch the board considered that the substitu- 
tion of steel for iron would be a material improvement. 

On the Woodburn-Springfield Branch the combination bridge 
across the forks of the Santiam appeared a little light for standard 
gauge traffic, they having originally been built for the narrow gauge 
line. 

The board commented on the marked improvement which the 
West Side Division, from Portland to Corvallis, showed with each 
ins[)ection. One bridge out of Fourth Street, Portland, where a 
slide had recently occurred, should be additionally protected by 
{)iles. No. 2 B needed some looking after and a few mudsills were 
needed in 75 A, near Independence. 

The board urgently renewed its recommendation concerning the 
condition of the Yamhill Division in regard to the lightness of the 
structures for the traffic to which they were now subjected. Report 
forwarded to R. Koehler, manager, Portland, Or. 



ROGUE RIVER VALLEY. 

Inspection made on the 25th of April, and report forwarded to 
W. A. Buchanan, secretary, Portland. "The track needs surfac- 
ing, but the equipment is apparently sufficient for the business of 
the road." 



INDEPENDENCE & MONMOUTH. 

Inspection made on 3d of May, and report forwarded to F. A. 
Patterson, president, Independence, Oregon. The road was reported 
to be in good condition. 
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UNION PACIFIC. 

Inspection begun on the 14th of May, and report forwarded to 
li. W. Baxter, general superintendent, Portland, Oregon. Recom- 
mendations for improvement were made concerning the following 
bridges: 14, 16, 36, 62, 172, 173, 183, and east of Umatilla, 131, 
135, 155, 188, 189, 271, 303, 304, 308, 317. No. 217 (the Juniper 
bridge) should be rebuilt. 

On the Spokane Branch the rail " in the vicinity of Athena is 
old and badly worn, and should be replaced with steel." The 
board again called the attention of the company to the condition 
( f the bridge across the Grand Ronde at Island Ciiy, on the Elgin 
Branch. "This is a trestle which answers the purpose in ordinary 
stages of the water, but at times of freshets there is not sufficient 
water-way to permit of the passage of the drift-wood that comes 
down with the current, resulting in damage not only to the bridge 
itself, but to adjacent lands over which the waters are thrown by 
the obstruction of the channel by said drift being caught against 
the bents and forming a dam." A truss bridge was recommended 
in its stead. 

The portion of the line east of Huntington was gone over on the 
18th of May and the report forwarded to Edward Dickinson, gen- 
eral manager U. P. System, Omaha, Nebraska. "The board desires 
especially to call your attention to the Snake River bridges east 
and west of Ontario. These structures should be rebuilt or at least 
materially strengthened. They are both light and old and in their 
present condition not fitted for the traflBc they have to sustain." 



NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

Inspection made on May 24th, and report forwarded to C. H. 
Prescott, second vice-president, Portland, Oregon. 

In 170 and 171 new bents and at least double capping were 
needed. "The board desires to express its approval of the ten- 
dency towards betterments shown by the management in filling 
rather than repairing several of the long trestles. In this way the 
element of danger to the public and expense to the company is 
minimized." 
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SUMPTER VALLEY. 

Inspection made on May 17th, and report forwarded to Joseph 
A. West, superintendent, Baker City, Oregon. The comment of the 
board was confined to the condition and appearance of the road, 
resulting from high water, which in places had overflowed the 
track. The company was cautioned that there was need of a care- 
ful examination of the foundations of the larger bridges immedi- 
ately upon the going down of the high water, and at the same 
time attention should be given to the surfacing of the track which 
was hardly safe for the rapid movement of trains. 



COOS BAY. ROSEBURG & SOUTHEASTERN. 

The first inspection of this line, the same being still operated 
by the contractor, was made on June 14th. 

The greater portion of the road was found laid with 56-ib steel ; 
the ties were in good condition, and the trestles and bridges were 
well constructed. The roadbed had been damaged by hicfh water, 
and a ballast of rock or gravel was recommended. 



ASTORIA & SOUTH COAST. 

Inspection made on August 15th, and report forwarded to D. K. 
Warren, president, Warrenton, Oregon. The road was found in 
fair condition. The rolling stock is light and trains are run at a 
rate of speed that does not endanger life' or property. The iron is 
light but sufficient for the traffic. The bridge, however, over 
Owana Creek needed careful watching, and piles should be driven 
to further protect the bridge and keep the banks from cutting. 
** We observe that in the operation of trains the engine is run back- 
wards one way, and that there is no pilot on the tender when so 
operated. We regard this as dangerous, and would suggest that 
either a pilot be put on the tender or that a turntable be provided 
so that the engine can be turned." 
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FALL INSPFCTIONS OF 1894. 



SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 

Inspection made on September 18th, and report forwarded to A. 
N. Towne, manager, San Francisco, California. In the opinion of 
the board when the improvements in progress in tunnel 14, and in 
the Dollarliide trestle were completed, that portion of the Shasta 
Division within the State of Oregon would compare favorably with 
the best roadways in the State. 

Inspection of lines north of Ashland was begun on the 19th of 
September, and report was forwarded to R. Koehler, manager lines 
in Oregon, Portland, Oregon. The board commented on the im- 
]>rovements in the structures and road bed which eacli inspection 
showed. The general condition of the road was better south of 
Roseburg than north of it New superstructures were recommended 
for the approaches to the truss bridges immediately above and 
below Cottage Grove. The company was cautioned against fast 
running on the Lebanon branch because of light iron. Within 
two years, the high bridges on the mountain south of Portland, had 
given way to new and powerful structures. The board recom- 
mended an additional stringer on the light bridges of the Yamhill 
Division, formerly narrow gauge. 



NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

Inspection made on October 5th, and report forwarded to C. H. 
Prescott, receiver's agent, Portland, Oregon. 

The greater portion of the road from Portland to Goble had been 
submerged during the recent high water, but a great deal of work 
had been done since the subsidence of the flood, so that the road was 
in better condition than it had been before. The board again com- 
plimented the company on its policy of filling bridges whenever 
practicable. Nos. 170 and 171 needed overhauling and the general 
condition of the road was good.

INDEPENDENCE AND MONMOUTH. 

^ Inspection made on September 25th, and report forwarded to F. A. 
Patterson, president, Independence, Oregon. 

The board thought the security of the trestle on said road could 
be improved by the insertion of a few more ties, as the distance 
between the ties was too great. 



ROGUE RIVER VALLEY. 

Inspection made on September 19th, and report forwarded to 
William Honeyman, president, Portland, Oregon. 

The road was found to be in about the same condition as at the 
board^s previous inspections. A better alignment would improve 
the road, yet it was in fair condition for the service required. 



OREGON RAILWAY & NAVIGATION CO. 

The Union Pacific System having been dismembered, and the 
Oregon Railway & Navigation Co., formerly operated as the Pacific 
Division of that system, having passed into the hands of a separate 
receiver, the report of this inspection was made to E. McNeill, 
receiver of said Oregon Railway & Navigation Co., at Portland, 
Oregon. Inspection begun on October 15th. Since the last inspec- 
tion the memorable flood on the Columbia River had occurred. 
From Troutdale to Wallula there was scarcely an extended portion 
of the track but that had been under water, which necessitated 
the rebuilding of nearly all the bridges within that stretch, and of 
miles upon miles of track. The board took this into consideration 
in examining the road, and saw with satisfaction the evidences of 
energy and push on the part of the management in bringing the 
road back to its former efficiency. The board renewed its recom- 
mendation of a truss bridge across the Grand Ronde at Island 
City. On the Spokane Branch it recommended that the work of 
substituting steel for iron be urged forward with all speed. 



OREGON SHORT LINE. 

Owing to the dismemberment of the Union Pacific System, men- 
tioned above, the board forwarded its report of the line east of 
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Huntington, within the State of Oregon, to E. E. Calvin, superin- 
tendent Oregon Short Line, Pocatello, Idaho. Inspection was made 
October 17th. The report was as follows: — 

"On past inspections the board noticed that the bridges across 
the Snake River between Payette and Ontario and east of Nyssa, 
were made of smaller timbers than the prevailing standard, and 
further, that the said bridges were several years old, showing un- 
mistakable signs of weakness. This fact had been called to the 
attention of the company with the recommendation that they be 
strengthened, or rebuilt. The board notices with satisfaction that 
a large force of men are now at work putting in stone piers for new 
bridges of a more substantial pattern. Apart from the structures 
referred to, the road is in good condition." 



OREGON PACIFIC. 

Inspection begun on September 11th, and report forwarded to 
Charles Clark, receiver, Corvallis, Oregon. 

Considerable work had been done since the last inspection. The 
bridges over the Santiam had been strengthened; also the west 
approach of the bridge across the Willamette at Albany. The 
other trestles and bridges had been overhauled and were in fair 
condition. Many tie renewals were noticed. ''Whilst the road 
might not be suited to heavy, rapid traffic, we regard it safe for 
present use." 



SUMPTER VALLEY. 

Inspection made October 18th, and report forwarded to Joseph 
A. West, superintendent, Baker City, Oregon. Road was found to 
be in about the same general condition as at last inspection. Some 
improvement was noticed. Recommendation was renewed con- 
cerning the need of a better alignment of the track. " We under- 
stand that on the day following our visit work was to begin on the 
long trestle to fill the same. This is a betterment undoubtedly 
needed. An iron guard rail should be put on the Howe Truss 
bridge. The board also takes this opportunity to recommend the 
US3 of air brakes on all log cars when the same are used in tr-ains 
which carry passengers. 
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WASHINGTON & COLUMBIA RIVER. 

Inspection made October 19th and report forwarded to W. D. 
Tyler, receiver, Walla Walla, Washington. "The road was found 
to be in fair condition. Many new ties have taken the place of old 
ones and numerous repairs on trestles and bridges had been made 
since last inspection." 



STANDARDS OF BRIDGES. 

A very material change for the better has been made of late years 
in the matter of constructing bridges and trestles. In fact, the 
track departments of the various roads doing business in this State 
have more than kept pace with the increase of the weight of the 
rolling stock, especially noticeable in the engines. Formerly the 
factor of safety upon which a trestle or bridge was built was four. 
That is to say, the estimated sustaining strength of the structure 
was equal to four times the weight it would be called upon to bear 
up. Commonly the bents were twenty feet apart, and there were 
but three posts to each bent. Now the standard distance for each 
span is sixteen feet, and the number of posts four. The factor of 
safety is six. On the mountain divisions of the Northern Pacific 
the standards are heavier and the factor of safety is seven. 

The standards of the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company 
are, frame bents, four posts, two upright, and two batter, size of 
posts, 12x12; caps, 12x14; stringers, 8x16, six to the span; ties on 
trestles and bridges, 8 X 8 and 12 feet long; cattle-guard stringers, 
12x14. In pile trestles four piles are driven to each bent, and the 
minimum diameter is 14 inches. All bents, frame or pile, are 16 
feet apart. 

The standards of the Northern Pacific are, frame bents, four posts 
to bent; posts, sills, and caps, 12x12; sway braces, 4x10; stringers, 
SxlG, sixto the panel; ties on bridges and trestles, 8x8, 12 feet 
long; distance between centers, 13 inches. In pile structures there 
are four piles to the bent, except where the hight of the structure 
exceeds 16 feet, then five piles to the bent are driven. Distance 
between bents, pile and frame, 15i feet. 

The standards of the Washington & Columbia River are practi- 
cally the same as those of the Northern Pacific. 

The standards of the Southern Pacific Company^s lines in Ore- 
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gon, are, — frame beuts, four posts; posts, caps, and sills, 12x12; 
stringers, 7x16, six to the span; pile bents, four piles to each bent, 
driven on batter two inches to the foot; piles not less than 12 
inches in diameter at the small end. All bents are 16 feet between 
centers. The old Oregon & California standards were of the same 
dimensions, except that the bents were 20-foot centers, and the 
stringers 6x10. The factor of safety is six for truss bridges. The 
above dimensions for trestles will give a factor of safety of six for 
trestles forty feet high, increasing in strength with decrease of 
height. 

The standards of the Oregon Pacific are, — frame bents four 
posts; size of posts, caps, and sills, 12x12; stringers, 10x16, six to 
the span. In pile bents the nuniber of piles to each bent is four in 
low trestles and five in high trestles. All bents are 16 feet apart. 
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PETITIONS, COMPLAINTS, AND DECISIONS. 



' * ( Overcharge, Demurrage, Stoppage in 

The Southern Pacific Co. j TramMu, 

The complaint in this case was made by A. C. Jennings of Irving 
Station, Oregon, and arose out of the following claim: — 

A rule of the company allows grain stopped in transit for mill- 
ing purposes to take, not two local rates, but the single through 
rate — that is to say, where grain is stopped in transit to be milled, 
the local rate from the shipping point to the milling point shall 
first be paid, and after it is ground there shall be added only the 
difference between the sum already paid and the original through 
rate. 

Another rule made a demurrage charge of three dollars a day, 
alter the first forty -eight hours, for every day a car is detained by 
the shipper at the point of destination. 

Plaintiff claimed that he made a shipment of grain from Irving 
Station to Portland to be stopped in transit at Salem to be there 
milled by the Willamette Valley Milling Co. The shipment hav- 
ing reached Salem, two cars were rejected by the milling company, 
and while the dispute was pending between shipper and the mill- 
ing company, the cars remained at Salem several days awaiting the 
issue, which resulted in their finally being sent on to Portland with 
the grain unmilled. Plaintiff claimed that the through rate on 
said two cars from Irving Station to Portland was $71.75, but that 
he had been compelled to pay two local rates and a demurrage 
charge as follows: — 

Rate— Irving to Salem 1 $ 51 25 

Kate— Salem to Portland 58 18 

Demurrage, detention at Salem 30 00 

Total % 139 43 

— That his shipment was entitled to take the through rate, and that 
there was an overcliarfze, includin<2: the demurrage of $67.68, with 
the exce{)tion ol §10.00 lor transfer charges at East Portland, leaving 
the correct overcharge to be '?57.43.

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The question then presented was whether grain which had been 
stopped in transit for milling purposes, b'lt had not been milled, 
should take the grain at the flour rate for the balance of the journey, 
aud whether a demurrage charge should be allowed. 

The company was notified in writing of the above complaint. 

The company replied that their records did not show that such a 
shipment as described in the complaint had ever been made by 
them. 

After further correspondence, it was disclosed that the shipment 
had not been made in the name of Mr. Jennings, but in the name of 
S. H. Friendly of Eugene, Oregon. The board decided that it could 
not proceed further until this discrepancy w^as straightened out; 
either Mr. Friendly would have to appear before the board as plain- 
tiff, or Mr. Jennings would have to get an assignment of the claim 
to him, as there was nothing on the record to show but that Mr. 
Jennings was an ordinary outsider and interloper. He was in- 
formed of this in two oflBcial notifications, the latter of which was as 
follows: — 

Portland, Or., June 8, 1893. 

A. C. Jennings, Irving Station, Oregon — 

Dear Sir: A letter of yours received at this office dated May 
7lh, asks for information concerning the action of the board in 
regard to the complaint which you have heretofore made to said 
board. I see by reference to our files that the very day your letter 
was written I wrote you stating that after considerable correspond- 
ence, the railroad company had finally decided that your matter 
constituted a shipment made in the name of S. H. Friendly; that 
they had no connection whatever with you; did not know you in 
this matter. I further stated that either Mr. Friendly would have 
to proceed in this matter, or else you would have to get an assign- 
ment ot the claim from him. Since which time we have heard 
nothing from you. If you dd not wish to proceed further in the 
case, and wnll so inform us, we will return to the evidentiary part 
of your case.

The board hearing nothing further from the plaintiff, several 
months after dismissed the case.

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W. E. L0UGUMILI.ER & Co. -i ^^^^ ^ Foregoing, also Power of 
Southern Pacific Company, j Board to Enforce Private Contract. 

This case was originally decided by the preceding board (see 
Third Biennial Report, 1893, pages 307-13), but no steps were taken 
to enforce the findings. Tlie record shows the findings were made 
September 6, 1892. Nearly six months, therefore, elapsed before 
the attention of this board was called to the case. So great had 
been the lapse oftinie, and so important were the matters decided, 
that this board decided to reopen the case and investigate and 
decide for itself. 

The facts were exactly similar to those of the preceding case; 
Loughmiller & Co. made a shipment of wheat over the defendant 
road from Silverton, Oregon, to Portland, to be stopped in transit 
at Oregon City, to be there milled by the Portland Flouring Mills 
Co. They also made a shipment of oats direct from Silverton to 
Portland. Of the oats shipment the company failed to deliver 
twenty sacks, of the value of $17.60. Of the wheat shipment, they 
made certain overcharges as follows: The flouring mills refused 
to receive two cars of this shipment. The consequence was one of 
said cars remained at Oregon City two days, and the other, one 
day, over the time allowed by the company *s rules for unloading, 
when they were forwarded unmilled to East Portland. The com- 
pany charged not the through rate, but two local rates, — one from 
Silverton to Oregon City, and the other from Oregon City to East 
Portland, — and it also made a demurrage charge of $9 for the 
detention of the cars at Oregon City. 

The ninth and tenth findings of the previous board in the case 
were, — ''Ninth. That defendant was not entitled to charge peti- 
tioner any demurrage. Tenth. That the defendant is justly in- 
debted to petitioner in the full sum of $26.60 for the loss of said 
oats; and for the improper charge of demurrage, which was paid 
by petitioner. 

The decision, then, was that the company was entitled to charge 
the two local rates, but it was not entitled to charge any demurrage, 
and it was responsible to plaintiff in damages for the loss of the 
twenty sacks of oats, bmng the violation of defendant's contract 
with plaintiff. 

The law provides that when a railroad company shall refuse to 
obey the findings of the board, suit shall be started in the proper 
court to enforce the same, and an amount not exceeding $20,000 is 
allowed out of the public moneys to prosecute such suits. (See 
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Statutes of 1891, p. 129.) If the decision was to stand, this board 
must assume responsibility for it, and must start suit to enforce it, 
but the findings were not decisive of the case; they were only 
prima facie evidence that they were correct. The courts would 
investigate the question de novo. 

After a careful examination of the subject, this board came to the 
conclusion that the foregoing decision was not an accurate statement 
of the law in the case, that this board has no power to use public 
money to enforce a private contract, and that a railroad company 
has a right to charge reasonable demurrage, leaving unsettled the 
question as to what is a reasonable demurrage. The text of the 
decision is as follows: — 

*' These clttims ($17 60 for loss of oats and $9.00 for demurrage), so 
far as this board is advised, were never attem[)ted to be collected by 
the preceding board. The present board is unable to see why its 
predecessor did not endeavor to enforce its findings in suit against 
said company, unless it evidentl}'^ arrived al the same conclusion in 
reference thereto as the present board. The present board is of the 
or>inion that the law does not authorize it to assess damages and seek 
to enforce the same against a railroad company for the violation of 
a private contract. The loss of merchandise shipped on a railroad 
by a private party would certainly be of the nature of a private 
contract, to be enforced in law in the name of the real party in 
interest; hence the remedy for the recovery of the value of the oats 
lost in this case is an action at law in the name of the real party in 
interest. As to the matter of demurrage, it is the opinion of this 
board that a railroad has a right to charge a reasonable demurrage 
for the use of its cars when detained beyond a reasonable time for 
unloading. This opinion is supported by recent decisions in New 
York, Colorado, Massachusetts, and particularly in a recent case in 
Kentucky in which the matter is fully and clearly set forth. See 
Kentucky Wagon Mfg. Co. v. Louisville & Nashville R. R. Co. The 
reasonableness of the amount of demurrage charged both as to time 
and rate has not been raised in this case. In view of the foregoing 
this board is of the opinion that it would not be justified in attempt- 
ing to recover said demurrage by resorting to the courts." 

The question coming up later, on a more doubtful set of facts, 
the board sought the opinion of the attorney-general, and received 
a confirmation of its own view, for the attorney -general held that 
this board could not enforce a purely private contract between a 
shipper and a railroad company or assess damages for the violation 
thereof, but m all such questions there must be involved some 
element in which the public are interested. (See opinions of attor- 
ney-general at end of volume.) 
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In re Citizens of (1) Gaston, (2) Dilley, 1 7^ , ^^y .,... 
AND (3) Barlow. \ ^^''' F(mlities. 

(1 ) The citizens of Gaston petitioned the board for better depot 
facilities at said place and alleged that there was a most dilapidated 
condition of affairs there in muddy weather. On taking up the 
matter, the board found that the whole question had been gone 
into by the previous board, and that there had been no change in 
the status of affairs. That investigation showed that a dispute was 
pending between the citizens and the railroad company, and it was 
agreed that it should be settled in a certain way. The method of 
settlement and the result attained is stated in the following words 
(Third Biennial Report, 1893, p. 260):— 

On June 9, 1892, the board met the citizens of Gaston and Mr. 
Koehler on the grounds, and had a thorough discussion of the sub- 
ject. A bond for a deed was drawn up and submitted to the citizens 
who owned certain portions of the land covered by the depot 
grounds, which was to'be donated to the company in consideration 
of the erection of a suitable depot building. This bond was never 
executed, and the matter was left unfinished by the board until 
such time as the land difficulty and right of way should be settled 
between the parties." 

There being no change in the condition of aflfairs, the board 
decided not to interfere with the foregoing decision. 

(2) The citizens of Dilley petitioned the board for better depot 
and roadway facilities at said place, alleging that about five thou- 
sand dollars' worth of business was done at said place, that there 
was no warehouse for said business "except a trap, 12x14," and that 
the roadway was a mud hole "without bottom." The matter w^as 
communicated to the company, and its reply was as follows: — 

"I beg to say in regard to the first complaint, that some addi- 
tional ground will be required before we can erect a suitable depot. 
As to the latter, the necessary steps will be taken immediately to 
jmt the roadway in better condition." 

It not appearing sufficiently clear what was the company's mean- 
ing concerning the first proposition, the following inquiry was 
sent: — 

"In regard to the other portion * that some additional ground will 
be required before we can erect a suitable depot,' the board desires 
to know whether you wish the citizens of Dilley to furnish said 
ground, and whether you have applied for the same, and whether 
your rdquest has been refused. If there is any controversy about 
the depot ground, or any difficulty in obtaining the same, will you 
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please inform the board of the fact, and any other fact which may 
be necessary to inform the board of the situation of affairs." 
The company's reply, through its manager, was as follows: — 
" I beg to say that 1 had various conversations with the owners 
of the ground at Dilley, which would be required in order to create 
suitable facilities, and they have signified their willingness to deed 
this ground to the company on condition that the company erect, 
within a reasonable time, a freight and passenger depot. lu view 
of this it seems that an understanding will be arrived at satisfac- 
tory to all parties in interest. It is intended to move the depot 
building now at Forest Grove to Dilley Station, and to erect a new 
and larger one at Forest Grove Station. In view of the financial 
stringency now existing, the company has, however, made it a con- 
dition that it shall not be called upon to do this work this yQar, but 
that it will do it within the first six months of the coming year." 

(3) The petition of the citizens of Barlow was in effect the 
same as the foregoing. It alleged that the depot facilities at said 
place for freight and passengers was inadequate, and such was the 
conclusion that the board reached. But there were certain ele- 
ments in the case which deterred the board from issuing a preemp- 
tory order for a change. A new and commodious depot had just 
been built at Canby, distant a mile and a tenth, and the company 
felt that what immediate money it could use in building depots 
ought to be expended in some other section. Again the company 
appealed to the board's sense of fairness in not requiring of it the 
same quality and quantity of betterments which it had required 
in the past because of the financial stringency which had cut into 
the railroad as well as into all other kinds of business. (For the 
falling off of railroad revenue for '93, see summary of report, page 
xvi.) The board felt that public convenience is as much an element 
in the case as justice to the company, and the result of its constant 
urgings upon the company brought forth the following correpond- 
ence, and in accordance with this the matter for the present rests: — 

Barlow, Or., Dec. 5, 1894. 

Mr. R, KoehleVf Manager S. P. Co,, Portland, Or, — 

Dear Sir: Referring to several conversations had with you on 
the subject of the construction of a new station building at Bar- 
low's, I Deg to say that I and others, residents in the vicinty of said 
station, interested in said matter, recognizing the difficulties under 
which transportation companies are laboring in view of the reduc- 
tion in business, are willing not to insist, at this time, upon the 
company going to work to remedy our complaint, but that we are 
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satisfied to wait a reasonable tiaie until improvement in IraflSc will 
justify the expenditure.

I Unreasonable Rate on Grain and Ma- 

SuMPiER Valley Ry. Co.) "^^'^^y- 

McEwen & Daly were partners doing businesin McE wen, Oregon. 
In their complaint, filed April 14, 1893, they claimed that since 
the preceding October they had shipped 32 cars of grain and ma- 
chinery over defendant's road and that the rate charged, and being 
charged, to wit, 17| cents per hundred, or $35 per car of 20,000 
pounds, was exorbitant. In support of which they referred to the 
Union Pacific rate, which they claimed was only $43 per car from 
Portland to Baker City, a 357-mile haul. 

The company in its reply denied that its rate was unreasonable, 
and claimed that the comparison to the Union Pacific rate was 
unfair and misleading. The Union Pacific classified the commodi- 
ties it hauled into first, second, third, fourth, and fifth classes, each 
of which took a different rate, while the Sumpter Valley, "with the 
exception of a few commodities, had but one classification for all 
classes of freight." Therefore the only way to reach a just conclu- 
sion by comparison was to take the mean average of the Union 
Pacific rates for a given distance and compare that with the Sump- 
ter Valley rate for the same distance, fc^uch a comparison the 
company claimed would show that on a 20-mile haul for a car of 
general merchandise the Union Pacific rate would be 33J cents per 
hundred, while the Sumpter Valley rate was but 17| cents, or a 
little over one half for a 25-mile haul. The reply continued, "For 
B cents, C 6 cents, D 6 cents, and E 5 cents classifications we 
have a correspondingly low charge, as you will discover by refer- 
ence to the commodity items on our tariflf sheet." 

The board took up the matter for investigation, and while it was 
pending the company agreed to make a reduction of ten dollars 
per car, — from thirty-five to twenty-five dollars. This being satis- 
factory to complainant, they sent to the board the following com- 
munication: — 

Baker City, Or., June 17, 1893. 

To the Honorable Railroad Commissioners of the State of Oregon — 

Gentlemen: Mr. West of the Sumpter Valley Railway and 
myself have agreed upon a rate on grain from Baker to McEwen 
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that is quite satisfactory. You will therefore kindly permit the 
withdrawal of my complaint upon the subject.

V, > Modification of Tariffs. 

The Union Pacific System. j 

The petition in this case, which is quite voluminous, being both 
a statement of the case and an argument in favor of it, is here given 
in full on account of the difficulty in segregating the different por- 
tions of it: — 

Portland, Oregon, May 11, 1893. 

To the Railroad Commissioners of the State of Oregon — 

Gentlemen: In pursuance of advices mailed you on May 5, 1893, 
the Transportation Bureau of Portland, Oregon, through a duly 
authorized committee appointed for the purpose, desire to make the 
following statement: 

We maintain in the beginning that the rates of freight charged 
for the distribution of merchandise from Portland, Oregon, to the 
interior of this State are unjust and unreasonable. We call your 
attention to the fact that we are limited to the use of only a single 
line of railroad in distributing our freights to the eastward and to 
only a single line of railroad in distributing our freights to the 
south. This peculiar condition of things prevents the people of the 
State of Oregon, and the merchants of Portland, Oregon, from obtain- 
ing the benefits which accrue from competitive lines of railroad. 
Where there is competition in many parts of the Union, the rates 
are reduced to a basis which is fair and equitable to all concerned. 
In our case, where there is no competition, we maintain and believe 
you will heartily agree with us, that the rates charged for the trans- 

f>ortation of merchandise should bear some relation to the cost of 
oading and unloading the same and the transfer of the goods for 
any given distance. Unless we and you take this ground, there 
seems to be no relief afforded to the people under its laws creating 
the Railroad Commission, as we are left entirely in the hands of the 
railroad officials who make the tariffs, basing them in most instances 
upon the maximum of what the traffic will bear. In determining 
what shall be a fair rate to be allowed to any railroad company 
within the state of Oregon for the transportation of merchandise 
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for a given distance, of course the cost of the line and the mainte- 
nance and operation of the same must be calculated and used in 
arriving at the proper conclusion. We desire to call your attenlioa 
to the lact, however, that the lines of the Union Pacific in Oregon 
are charged with a liberal interest upon an unusually large iudebl- 
edness, and we believe are not credited with a proper proportion of 
what said lines earn from the transportation of freight turned over 
to them by connecting portions of the same system. 

Not having the privilege of getting the benefits of competition 
from lines which enter the same territory within this State, there- 
fore being unable to determine from the rates which such competi- 
tion might force what would be a just and reasonable charge for 
any service rendered, we are compelled to submit for your consid- 
eration sheets which are hereto attached, showing the rates of 
freight from Portland to interior points at distances of from 88 to, 
approximately, 400 miles. Assuming that every railroad makes its 
tariffs at as high a figure as the conditions and the law will allow, 
the average of the rates presented by the sheets which we have 
mentioned would seem to be a fair basis for an adjustment of the 
tariffs of the Union Pacific system in Oregon. 

This work is undertaken in behalf of the inhabitants of the 
State of Oregon. The abuses existing and the benefits to be de- 
rived, should we obtain tlie relief prayed for, affect not only the 
consuming public but also the large and small retail merchants and 
distributors throughout the interior of the State, and particularly 
the interests of the wholesale jobbing trade of Portland, Oregon. 
Upon due consideration of the facts presented, we feel satisfied that 
your judgment will lead you to insist upon a material reduction in 
the railroad tariffs now existing for the distribution of merchandise 
and commodities from Portland to the interior. 

The question may suggest itself to your minds that, were the 
abuses and disadvantages so great as we now claim they are, the 
matter would have been brought to the notice of your predecessors. 
In answer to this we suggest that the powers of the Railroad Com- 
mission of this State, under the law, were not fully determined 
until very recently by the decision of the supreme court of the 
State, with which you are perfectly familiar. Notwithstanding the 
fact that business of the State has grown and the importance of 
the city of Portland as a business center has been developed during 
recent years to a reasonable extent, we are satisfied that the pros- 
perity which should have followed the influx of population into 
this commonwealth has been prejudiced by the maintenance of ex- 
treme railroad freights. The products of a section of country 
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which is sparsely populated, are always sold upon prices deter- 
mined by distant centers of commerce. In the case of this State, 
our products are sold largely abroad and the value of the same is 
determined entirely, not by local conditions, but by the world's 
supply as indicated by the working markets. The net profit of the 
producer, therefore, is largely determined by the rates of freight. 
Every reduction in the charges for delivery to the market, afforded 
to the producers of this State, renders our commonwealth more 
prosperous and retains a larger percentage of its earnings within 
the State. 

The same consideration should apply in considering railroad 
freights as regards the distribution of merchandise. The earnings 
of the railroads are not expended within our State; while the 
actual labor lives here, the supplies to a great extent are purchased 
abroad, and the earnings of the road, as fast as accumulated, are 
disbursed in Eastern cities. 

In any event, the delay in the presentation of this statement 
should not prejudice our case, and in justification of the earnestness 
with which the matter is now taken up, we will state that recent 
changes in transcontinental tariffs have made the disadvantages of 
our position more apparent. Public sentiment, we feel satisfied, 
is behind this movement, but, owing to the conditions existing, it 
is impossible to prosecute a matter of this nature except through the 
hands of the few whose particular business it is to investigate and 
become familiar with the facts. 

We make no test of individual shipments, as the basis of our 
claims, standing entirely upon the published, recognized and gen- 
erally used railroad tariffs governing transportation within the 
State and in other sections referred to. Our argument consists of 
a comparison concisely made, of the rates now existing over the 
Union Pacific Railroad for service out of the city of Portland, with 
the rates applying for similar service out of other jobbing centers 
quite similarly situated as regards the field open for their trade. 

In the rate sheets which have been referred to, and which are 
attached hereto you will find a statement of the rates charged over 
the Northern Pacific Railroad out of Portland for various distances, 
and, also, the rates charged by the Great Northern for the trans- 
portation of merchandise from Seattle as a base. Without regard- 
ing these tariffs as necessarily just and reasonable, you will observe 
that they are very much lower than the rates charged by the Union 
Pacific system for the same distance. 

It may be claimed that in some cases the rates of the Northern 
Pacific are into competitive territory and that the conditions make 
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it necessary for this road, in applying its rates, to annihilate the 
consideration of distance in order to equalize their rates with tho^e 
of other roads which are-operated direct and through a more con- 
venient country. We claim, however, that the inference is fair 
that the business would not be solicited at losing rates in competi- 
tion with other lines, and that if, as before stated, we are deprived 
of the benefits of competition, we should certainly be given all the 
benefits arising from the proper consideration of the average cost 
of service as determined by the study of the tariffs made in other 
sections of the United States. We claim that the showing made 
by the figures which we have submitted, in view of the facts which 
we have stated, prove that the rates charged for the transportation 
of freight from Portland are unjust and unreasonable, and we most 
respectfully appeal to your honorable body to so revise the tariff 
complained of that it shall be just and reasonable in view of all 
existing condilions. This, we believe, to be entirely within your 
province under the laws of the State of Oregon. 

In order to further assist in arriving at the proper basis for the 
revised tariff, we desire to have you afford us an opportunity, at a 
time which shall be convenient to you, to show by direct testimony 
what the distributive rates should be in order to place Portland in 
a position to control that business which is obtainable within the 
territory which is tributary to her. It is true that many lines of 
merchandise cannot now be distributed with profit from Portland, 
notwithstanding that ocean facilities are taken advantage of in 
bringing the merchandise to Portland from the manufacturing 
centers of the world, and, further, it is true that the sale of manu- 
factured products made within this city and State is greatly re- 
stricted by reason of the high distributive rates. These facts cannot 
have any other effect than to cripple the growth and wealth of the 
city and State. Finally, we maintain, without fear of contradic- 
tion, our conviction that the rates being charged for the distribu- 
tion of freiejht from Portland are the highest in existence over any 
railroad in the United States, where the conditions of service are 
similar or nearly so. This, in itself, we consider a conclusive rea- 
son for a material reduction in the tariffs complained of. We, 
therefore, petition that your honorable body put into effect rates 
of freight based upon the average of the various tariffs referred to 
as per sheet No. 1 of the acccompanying exhibits. 
Yours very truly. 

THE PORTLAND TRANSPORTATION BUREAU. 

By H. C. EcKENBERGER, Commissioner. 
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The testimony taken which included that of nearly every lead- 
ing merchant of Portland, or at least of those who belong to the 
Transportation Bureau, kd the board into the consideration of a 
very intricate and complicated question of interstate commerce, it 
beiug an eflFort to rectify transcontinental rates by an adjustment of 
local rates. The board did not see its way clear to do this, and 
made its decision under the rule of law governing in the case, 
namely, that in establishing a tariff the board shall calculate the 
same so as to allow a fair return on the money invested. A pre- 
vious board in 1891, times of comparitive prosperity, as will be 
seen by a reference to the comparisons in the editorial portion of 
this volume, established a tariff which in its judgment afforded to 
the company a fair and reasonable return. In 1893, the period 
when this petition was before the board, there was the greatest 
stringency. It was established beyond the shadow of a doubt that 
the income of the company was very much less in 1893 than it had 
been in 1891. Therefore the board felt that it was not justified in 
putting the State to the great expense of litigating a matter in 
which (in their opinion) they were certain to be beaten. 

The full text of the decision is as follows:— 

"In the matter of the petition of the Merchants' Transportation 
Bureau of Portland for a revision of the tariff in effect on the Union 
Pacific Railroad. 

"This cause now coming on to be heard, the board on this 12th 
day of December, 1893, makes the following findings: On August 
20, lb91, the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Ore- 
gon, after fully examining into the cost of construction of the lines 
of the said company in Oregon, and of the expense of operating the 
same and the revenue derived, formulated and put into effect a 
tariff which it deemed reasonable and just. Before the putting into 
effect of said tariff it was necessary to bnng a suit against the rail- 
road company, that company having first declined to operate its 
road thereunder; but before the action was brought to a final deter- 
mination in the court a compromise was arrived at substantially on 
the lines set forth in the original tariff draft of the commission, 
which modified tariff, when put in effect, reduced the earnings of 
the company $44,000 per annum, based on the earnings of the 
preceding year. 

"This board,* after the filing of the petition of the bureau above 
referred to, entered into correspondence with the Union Pacific Co., 
and went into the matter of a comparison of the operating expenses 
and receipts of the road for 1892 and 1893, and found that in the 
the matter of freight business alone there has been a falling off in 
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the gross receipts of the company for 1893, as compared with a like 

Eeriod of 1892, of $275,000. It also appears from the report of the 
oard made to the legislature last January that there was a material 
falling off in the net earnings of the road for 1892 as compared 
with 1891. 

" If, therefore, the net earnings of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
under the tariff effective August 20, 1891, were reasonable and just, 
it appears to the board that a lesser revenue in 1893 could not be 
unreasonable. 

"In view of these facts, and the further fact that a lower tariff 
even than that of August 20, 1891, was made effective May 5, 1893, 
and that the affairs or the Union Pacific are at present in the hands 
of receivers, the board considers that a reduction of tariffs on the 
Union Pacific*at this time would not be justified by the facts as 
they appear." 

In re Citizens (1)Aumsville( 2) Shelburne, 1 ^ ^^^ 
AND (3) West Scio, Oregon. j-^c^^/ ^ 

On June 3, 1893, the citizens of Aumsville, Oregon, filed a peti- 
tion for a better depot at said place. It alleged that the building, 
which was used for both a warehouse and a depot, was a telegraph 
office, whose diminsions were 12x14, while the annual business 
done at said place was more than $3,000. The answer of the com- 
pany, wliich embraced four pages of type-written matter, went into 
the question in all its phases. It presented first a segregated state- 
ment of the business done at said station for the year 1892, of which 
the following is a copy:

From this would be seen "that the merchandise in less than car- 
loads averages only 22 tons per month, which is about two carloads. 
That the average monthly earnings on merchandise would equal 
about $77, and on ticket sales about $37, aggregating $114 per 
month, out of which agent's wages of $35 per month have to be paid, 
leaving a balance available for defraying cost of transportation and 
profit of $79 monthly." The company further alleged that to build 
a station of the uniform standard, taking into consideration that 
such a station would require a new siding, would necessitate an ex- 
penditure of $3,000. 

Another element added to the case was that the ground for such 
building would have to be bought by the company, "and that said 
company has approached the citizens of said town with a proposi- 
tion to furnish the necessary grounds for an ordinary station, and 
the company has been informed that such grounds could not be 
obtained, except by purchase or condemnation proceedings." 

In conclusion, the answer represented "that it would be unjust 
and inequitable for such company to expend so large a sum of 
money at Aumsville under the circumstances-surrounding said case; 
and to expend a small sum in constructing a temporary building 
would be wasteful and would be a useles.s expense." 

The board took the ground that it would be cMiuitable for the 
citizens to meet the company half way on the proposition; that to

require the company to purchase the ground was an outlay greater 
than the business of the station justified. The text of the decision 
was, "I am directed by the board to say that the business done at 
Aumsville does not warrant this boird in directing the company 
to purchase the land necessary to build said depot u{)on." 

(Signed by the Clerk). 

(2) In their petition dated May 8, 1893, the citizens of Shelburne, 
Linn County, stated that a former petition having 117 signatures, 
the same ref^resenting farmers and representative business men 
of said county, had been sent the June [jrevious to the general busi- 
ness manager of the Southern Pacific Company, requesting said 
com[)any to build a depot at said place, which w^as the crossing of 
the Oregon Pacific and the Woodburn-Springfield branch of said 
road ; that said petition had been ignored, and that they now ap- 
pealed to the Railroad Commissioners to secure the relief as pra\'ed 
for in said petition. It was stated that the town of Shelburne is 
bituated in one of the best farming sections of the Willamette Valley; 
that there were not sufficient shipping facilities at said place, but if 
there were, there would be shipped from that point from between 
60,000 and 70,000 bushels of grain annually. As it was, "grain has 
to be hauled from the vicinity of this place to the warehouse on the 
Oregon Pacific railroad, which is a great inconvenience to the farm- 
ers of this section." It was further alleged that there was "a great 
amount of travel to and from this point over the Southern Pacific 
and Oregon Pacific railroads, with no accommodation w^hatever for 
passengers and baggage. Freight shipped to and from this place 
lias no shelter to j)rotect it from the weather, and is often damaged 
by being left on the ground in an exposed condition, all of which 
is very inconvenient to farmers, shippers, and the travelling public." 

The reply of the company first spoke of the inconvenience of 
grain shipments. It alleged: *'The distance from Shelburne to 
West Scio, the next station on the Southern Pacific line, is one and 
nine-tenths miles. The distance from Munkers,the next station on 
the Oregon Pacific, to said town of Shelburne is two and four-tenths 
miles. It will thus be seen that in so far as accommodation to 
residents in that particular section of the country is concerned, no 
necessily exists for any additional shipping point." 

The company contended that there was scarcely any local busi- 
ness at ?aid place, and very little exchange of business betw^een the 
lines at said place, except in the matter of lumber and timbers, 
because freight coming over the Southern Pacific Company's lines 
destined to points on the Oregon Pacific necessarily went in by Al- 
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bany, and the same was true of shipments originating on the 
Oregon Pacific and destined for points on the bouthern Pacific. 
Wl)at business was exchanged atShelburnewere shipments consist- 
ing almost exclusively of lumber, destined simply for points on the 
Woodburn-Springfield branch. 

The busincijs received from the Oregon Pacific for 1892 amounted 
in freights to $882 00, of which $815.00 were charges on lumber 
hauls. The freight business received amounted to $178.90. The 
passenger business could not be accurately ascertained, but state- 
ments made by the conductors did not place it above two passen- 
gers per week, or monthly receipts of from $3.00 to $5.00. 
"Wherefore and in view of the foregoing facts the Southern Pacific 
Company on its behalf respectfully suggests to your honorable body 
that there is no necessity for, nor legal right to, ilor equitable de- 
mand for the allowance of the prayer of said petition, and that the 
same should be dismissed as an effort to impose on this company 
an unnecessary and burdensome expense without justification by 
public necessity." 

The text of the decision is as follows: — 

"I am directed by the board to inform you that Mr. Koehler's 
reply to the petition of the citizens of your place has been received, 
together with a statement of the business therein done by the 
Southern Pacific Company, and that the business appearing from 
said statement is not sufiicient to warrant the board in ordering a 
depot built." 

(Signed by the Clerk.) 

(3) The citizens of Scio, by a petition filed January 13, 1893, 
made a representation to the board concerning the freight ware- 
house at West Scio, distant from said place 2 J mijes. It alleged 
that the existing freight-house was occupied as a family dwelling, 
which left no facilities for handling freight, and that it was the cus- 
tom to throw said freight down on a platform some four or five 
feet lower, and then in the case of freight destined to Scio, it 
would have to be lifted again into another freight car. The result 
was that freight was often damaged by exposure to the weather, 
and in the case of "chicken-cooj)S, egg-packers, salt, sugar, and all 
crated goods," they were often damaged by rough usage in dumping 
down on the platform. 

The petition asked that the Southern Pacific Company be re- 
quired to build "a suitable platform or warehouse, the floor of 
which shall be on a level with the floors of the cars, in which the 
freight Ciin be trucked in and out of said warehouse, without dump- 
ing it down and breaking it up." 
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A subsequent letter from Mr, Geo. L. Sutherland of said place 
reiterated the allegations of the petition as to the rough usage which 
the freight received, and submitted a plan or sketch of now the 
present depot could be chauged so as to better handle the freight 
destined to Scio. In this communication from Mr. Sutherland 
it further appeared that the branch line from Scio to West Scio 
was owned by the Southern Pacific Company but was operated 
by a Mr. Goin under a lease from that company. 

In its reply the company intimated that the matter of rough 
usage was a question to be settled between the citizens and the 
lessee of the Scio branch rather than between them and the South- 
ern Pacific Company. But it added, "It is also complained that 
the floor of the freight house is too low, being on a level with the 
tracks. This is admitted, yet it is due to say that this house has 
been standing since the construction of the road, and that a re- 
modeling of the same would amount to almost new construction." 

The board then decided that at its next inspection it would ex- 
amine the matter on the ground. 

The board made such examination and decided the evil com- 
plained of could be remedied without so much expense, namely, by 
[)lacing a boxcar on a separate track, with instructions to train 
crews to transfer Scio freight in it, from which it can be easily 
taken by Mr. Coin's engine or by private teams, and an order 
accordingly was made and complied with. 

In re Citizens of Adams 1 /> .., , 

Station. \ Ccttle-guards. 

The petition of the citizens of Adams Station, dated March 30, 
1894, asked the board "to have suitable cattle-guards put in on the 
proper lines of our (their) land." This appertained to that branch 
of the Union Pacific running north from Pendleton, and the board 
decided to look into the matter on its next, or spring, inspection. 
Accordingly the board made an investigation of the matter on 
May following and recommended the railroad company put said 
cattle-guards in e^ood order, which recommendation was complied 
with at once.

I'. > Rate Discrimination. 

The Soutjikrn Pacific Company. j 

In several communications to the board between Auejust 21st 
and September 15, 1893, the Oregon Pacific Railroad Company, 
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through its general superintendent, R. E. Mulcahy, notified the 
board that it desired to protest against the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany's tariff, effective July 15, 1893, as being a direct discrimina- 
tion against that road. "We hope to show to you," said one of 
these letters, "where this company is being discriminated against 
on all sides by that company." 

The board set September 4th as the time for a hearing, but the 
company not then being ready, at its request the matter was post- 
poned until October 2d. At that time, the officials of said road, 
to wit, Messrs. E. W. Hadley, receiver, R. E. Mulcahy, general 
superintendent, and G. \V. Gest, attorney, appeared before the 
board. Attorney Gest stated that the Oregon Pacific Company 
desired to make complaint against the Southern Pacific Company 
on account of freight rates charged by it. No formal complaint 
was offered, and the board called Attorney Gest's attention to the 
manner of making complaint as set out in the statutes of Oiegcui. 
To this he assented, stating that he knew that that was the proper 
manner to proceed in the matter, and asked to have one week in 
which to prepare and file with the board a complaint. The board 
informed him that he could have whatever time he desired, that it 
was always ready to |receive communications from any person. 
He then expressed a desire to have the matter heard at as early a 
day after filing his complaint as possible, and the board assured 
him it would receive prompt attention. Since then nothing further 
has been heard by the board regarding the matter.

The company replied 
that it took out the guards when it fenced the land, that it had put 
up a fence which would not turn all kinds of stock, — hogs, for in- 
stance, — but that it had put up the legal, statutory fence.

On July 1, 1894, the California overland train on the Southern 
Pacific was tied up at Ashland on account of the Pullman strike.

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A day or two after the following telegram was sent the governor of 
the State: 

Ashland, Oregon, July 1, 1894. 

The Hon. PennoyeVy Governor, Portland, Oregon — 

S. P. Co. refuses to feed passengers in tie-up at Ashland. Many 
are destitute. It assured immediate passage. Has failed. Will 
you intercede? (Signed) 20 Passengers. 

The governor forwarded the telegram to the board with the ac- 
companying note. 

Salem, July 2, 1894. 

Hon. Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Oregon, Salem, 
Oregon — 

Gentlemen: Enclosed find telegram from Ashland. I trust 
that your board will do all that can be done in the premises. I 
deem it most reprehensible in the Southern Pacific Railroad Co., by 
stopping other cars than the Pullman's, to seriously discommode 
the traveling and business public, for the sole purpose, it would 
seem, of settling a dispute between an exacting monopolist and his 
employes, by the full strength of its power, to be re-enforced by the 
power of the federal government, which dispute should rightfully 
be settled by arbitration.

The board having, by telephone communication, arranged with 
the company for the return of said passengers to Portland, the fol- 
lowing letter was sent to the governor:

Dear Sir: Replying to your favor of the 2d inst. enclosing 
dispatch from Ashland signed "20 passengers," the receipt whereof 
was acknowledged on the 3d inst., I am instructed to say that the 
board has investigated the matter, and that the difficulty therein 
complained of has been adjusted.

In this matter the Hon. Henry Buxton of Forest Grove, Oregon, 
called the board^s attention to the difficulty of getting 20,000 pounds 
of baled hay in the cars which the company furnished at said sta- 
tion. He claimed that on some cars, particularly the 0. & C. cars, 
the rating was too high, and that if they could not get 20,000 pounds 
of hay in the car they should not be compelled to pay for so large a 
shipment. The following argument was made: — 

"1 see by the report of the statistican on agricultural products 
that the railroads, in what is known as the Western Slates, make this 
rating, to wit: In cars 30 feet and under in length, inside measure- 
ment, the minimum of car loads is 16,000 pounds. In cars over 30 
feet and including 34 feet, inside measurement, 19,000 pounds, and 
in cars over 34 feet 20,000 pounds. Now the system in vogue here 
is that 20,000 pounds is the minimum on all cars, without regard to 
their length. It is impossible to get 20,000 pounds in the shorter 
cars, but we have to pay the full rate." 

In order to test the matter it was decided to take the actual 
weights of hay in carloads at the Portland yards. Seven 28-foot 
Oregon & California cars were weighed, and also seven 34-foot Ore- 
gonian cars. The Oregon & California cars averaged 20,700 
pounds, of which the highest was from Dilley, a station immedi- 
ately beyond Forest Grove, and amounting to 22,000 pounds. The 
Oregonian cars averaged 20,860 pounds, of which the highest was 
from Barlow's, and amounted to 25,400 pounds. This settled the 
matter as to the rating being too high, but the management agreed 
that if shippers, when they placed their orders for hay cars, would 
request the larger cars, the same would be furnished them. The 
following letter by the chairman to Mr. Buxton, referring to the 
weights mentioned above, is self-explanatory: — 

"From it you will see that the ordinary cars of the Oregon & 
California hold 20,000 pounds and upwards readily, and the Ore- 
gonian cars are larger. I have obtained what information I could 
elsewhere, and find that much depends upon the kind of hay, the 
manner of baling, and storing in the cars. Mr. Shipley, who is the 
largest shipper of hay in Washington County, says that he gets 
about ten tons in the Oregon & California cars when the hay is 
properly baled. When he fails to do so the fault is in the baling. 
Mr. Koehlor advises that if when shippers order cars for hay, they 
request larger cars, they will get them." 
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In his reply Mr. Buxton stated: — 

"I was aware that hay baled by a certain kind of press was 
heavier in the bale than other presses can make them. My object 
was to obtain a minimum low enough to accommodate the lighter 
baling presses. However, if the railroad company will do as they 
have promised you in your letter, * to furnish a larger car when 
requested,' it will heal all difficulties in the matter."

V, y Lien — Payment under proied. 

Union Pacific Railroad Company.) 

In a letter to the board, dated October 16th, 1893, H. C. Paige, of 
Canyon City, Oregon, complained of a storage bill he had been 
assessed by the above company upon a trunk left for two months in 
its depot at Pendleton. The amount of the bill, which he paid, 
was $6.40. He claimed that this was unreasonable, that $1 would 
be a reasonable charge, and asked to be refunded $5.40. 

On looking up the question the board found that the law recog- 
nizes payment under protest only in those cases where the payment 
is made to save the property from some harm threatening it 
Where property is held under claim of lien, and the owner paj-s 
the claim, intending afterwards to contest the same, and there is no 
element of danger to the property involved, the law holds this to be 
a voluntary payment, and a settlement of the question. The fol- 
lowing was the board's reply to complainant: — 

"You have applied to the board too late for it to afford you any 
relief. While this controversy was existing you paid the company's 
claim, and took your trunk. True, you paid it under protest, but 
in law this was none the less voluntary. Why? Because it was 
not made to save the property from some threatened peril to it, but 
was made to speedily obtain the property, and then afterwards to 
contest the legality of the company's claim. Here was your mis- 
take. While the question was open you should have sought your 
relief. But having paid the company's claim the question is closed 
(notwithstanding protest) unless you can show fraud, mistake or 
duress. 

"The board, of course, cannot stand in any better shoes than you 
stand, and such being the law, we are compelled to treat your appli- 
cation as coming too late."

V, > Discrimination, 

The Oregon Railway & Navigation Company.) 

On August G, 1894, F. D. McCuUy & Co., of La Grande, Oregon, 
complained that they were being discriminated against by the 0. 
R. &. N. Co. on shipments from The Dalles. If the freight came up 
from Portland by boat to The Dalles the railroad company charged 
them the Portland rate for the haul from that point to La Grande. 
PlaintiflF alleged that it was in the nature of a penalty for not giv- 
ing the railroad the through haul from Portland. An inquiry into 
the matter produced the following result: — 

Portland, August 10, 1894. 

Messrs, F. D. if c Cully & Co., La Grande, Oregon — 

Dear Sirs: Yours of the 6th inst. enclosing expense bills for 
freight on 0. R. & N. Co. at hand, and have had attention. I have 
seen the railroad oflBcials and arranged for an adjustment of the 
matter with you. Should you not hear from them reasonably soon 
please advise us, and the matter will have continued attention 
until adjusted. 

(Signed by the Chairman.) 

No further word has been received.

V. > Commodity Rate on Soaps. 

The Southern Pacific Company, j 

On October 2, 1894, the Salem Soap and Chemical Works, 
through its manager, Jos. Kuerten, filed the following complaint, 
in which is set forth reasons why they should be given a special or 
commodity rate on soaps: — 

"We, the undersigned, are engaged in the manufacture and 
shipping of soaps. The present tariff on the Southern Pacific is 
such that we cannot do business. The rate from Portland to Hub- 
bard, which is 31 miles, is 17 cents per hundred. The rate from 
here to Hubbard, which is 21 miles, is 21 cents per hundred. The 
shipping receipts are coming back to us from our customers, show- 
ing that they cannot do business with us because of the rate 
We fill our orders on the Woodburn-Springfield Branch by haul- 
ing to Aumsville by wagon, and then shipping, instead of shipping 
to Woodburn, and then up. We are compelled to do so. We under- 
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stand that under the present tariff other industries have special com- 
modity tarijffs and we respectfully petition that we may have the 
same on soaps." 

A copy of tliis complaint was forwarded to the railroad company, 
and on October 11th, Mr. Koehler, its manager, appeared before the 
board and stated that he was perfectly willing to make such a com- 
modity rate on soaps as would enable plaintiff to do business 

On October 14th, Mr. Koehler wrote the board: "I beg to say 
that we have fully explained to the gentlemen the working of our 
tariffs, and that the matter complained of is satisfactorily explained 
and remedied." A few days latter Mr. Kuerten appeared before the 
board and formally asked to have his complaint dismissed stating 
"everything is now satisfactory," which was done.

V. V Free Sivitching of Cars, 

The Southern Pacific Company, j 

The magnitude of the papers in this case are out of all propor- 
tion to the importance of the subject discussed. It involves the 
question as to whether plaintiff shall have to pay anything for 
having his cars switched from one branch line to another, and 
yet the affirmative allegations of the complaint and the counter 
allegations of the reply are drawn up with the greatest minuteness, 
circumspection, and care, and comprise nine pages of type-written 
matter. 

In substance the complaint affirmed that plaintiff was conduct- 
ing a general warehouse business at Briedwell Station, Yamhill 
County, Or. White\s, or Whiteson, is the junction of the Yamhill 
Division, formerly narrow gauge, with the West Side Division. 
From Whiteson Amity is distant on the West Side Division three 
miles, and Briedwell, on the Yamhill Division, is distant from 
Whiteson three and one half miles, while Briedwell and Amity are 
distant from each other across country, one and one half miles. 
The rate from both places to Portland is the same. But the depot 
of the Yamhill Division is on JeflFersou Street, quite a distance from 
the wheat docks, while the West Side Division runs into the termi- 
nal yards, practically at the docks. Plaintiff had to pay forty cents 
a ton as dray age on his wheat from Jefferson Street to the docks. 
It was this disadvantage of forty cents a ton which the board was 
asked to overcome. 

The board went into the matter with the railroad company in all 
its phases, and it was decided to grant the relief by a reduction of 
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the switch charges at Whiteson. That this was effective may be 
seen from the following note: — 

In the matter of the complaint of Geo. W. Briedwell against the 
Southern Pacific Company. 

To the Honoi^able Railroad Commissioners of the State of Oregon — 

The undersigned would respectfully show to your honorable body 
that the Southern Pacific Company and the complainant have 
amicably settled the matter in dispute between them, and peti- 
tioner desires to withdraw said complaint and have this proceeding 
dismissed.

In accordance with the above request the order of dismissal was 
made.

V. > Unreasonable Tariff. 

Thb SouiHERN Pacific Co. J 

The Southern Pacific Company and the Oregon Pacific Railroad 
Company are parallel transportation companies extending from 
San Francisco, California, to Albany', Oregon. The Southern Pa- 
cific's method of transportation is by rail the whole distance; the 
Oregon Pacific's, with the exception of about seventy miles, is by 
ocean steamer. Sometime in 1893 the then existing management 
of the Oregon Pacific Company decided to make an aggressive move 
for the San Francisco business coming into the Willamette Valley, 
One feature in the way was that while they had river boats running 
north and south from Albany and Corvallis, at certain season in 
the year those boats could not run, and they had no rail communi- 
cation into the valley north and south from said points. They 
therefore had to depend upon the Southern Pacific Company to 
distribute their freight after it got into the valley, but they were 
handicapped in this by the Southern Pacific's tariff from Albany 
and Corvallis to the points which on said line they wished to reach. 
Both the Oregon Pacific Company and the San Francisco shippers 
made loud and bitter complaints. The Oregon Pacific Company 
claimed that the Southern Pacific's tariff was a direct discrimina- 
tion against them: (See the Oregon Pacific Railroad Company v. 
The Southern Pacific Company). Kay & Todd, merchants at Mc- 
Minnville, in a complaint dated August 28, 1893, called the board's 
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attention to "some expense bills for freight received by us [them] 
from San Francisco via Corvallis." "You will notice," it con- 
tinued; "that the charge- from Corvallis here by the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company is nearly double the amount as horn 
San Francisco to Corvallis by the Oregon Pacific." 

The board laid it down as a fundamental proposition that it 
could not without confiscation compel a railroad to haul freight as 
cheaply as a steamer. The Oregon Pacific was practically a steamer 
line, but if its 72 miles of track entitled it to be viewed in the 
light of a competing railroad, the result showed a most disastrous 
administration. 

The Southern Pacific paid its taxes, paid its employes, and met 
its fixed charges and obligations generally as they fell due. The 
Oregon Pacific was in the hands of a receiver; it owed for taxes; * it 
had not paid its employes for nine months, and under this adminis- 
tration, which was seeking 1o put San Francisco, as against Portland, 
into the Willamette Valley, the result showed that no transpoitalion 
company can carry all classes of goods for 528 miles at 23 cents a 
hundred and certain commodity-goods (canned goods, pig and bar 
iron, nails, rice, salt, and sugar) at 17 cents a hundred and live. 
It made no attempt to pay any interest on its bonds, and this is its 
showing for 1893, the time when this question was before the board :

The board investigated the Southern Pacific tariff and found that, 
compared with similar sections for similar service, it was about an 
average tariff. The result, therefore, which the board reached was, 
not that the Southern Pacific tariff was unreasonably high, but that 
the Oregon Pacific was unreasonably low, and it refused to be gov- 



* Information hafi reached the Board that the Oregon Pacific has paid no taxes to any of the 
counties through which its road passes, at least for several vears. The assessors, because of this 
fact, have not asses&ed it. It is a-ssessed among the " sheriffs^ assessments." 
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erned by the Oregon Pacific tariff as to what was a reasonable 
return for a railroad company. Since the above case was before the 
board the Oregon Pacific has passed into tlie hands of a new receiver. 
He has asked and obtained leave from the board to put on a new 
and higher rate. Since which time no month has gone by without 
the employes being paid, and the operating expenses generally being 
met. The road is conducted on business principles, and as such 
receives every encouragement from this board. 
The following is the decision in the above case: 

Portland, Oregon, December 14, 1893. 

Messrs, Kay & Todd, McMinnville, Oregon — 

Dear Sirs: Referring to your letter to the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners of the date of August 28, last, enclosing two freight 
bills and calling our attention to the rates charged by the Oregon 
Pacific Railroad and the Southern Pacific Company, thereon, we 
have to say that the matters have had the consideration of the 
board, and we have investigated the rates charged on the same 
class of freight by quite a number of other railroads for similar dis- 
tances, and we find that the rates are about the same — some higher, 
some lower — than those of the Southern Pacific Company. We 
also find that no other road on the coast attempts to carry such 
freight for any such rate as that charged by the Oregon Pacific 
Company. The Oregon Pacific Company has given the board 
notice, and published the same in several papers, that it would 
make a formal complaint before the board, but thus far has failed 
to do so, and the delay in making reply to your letter, was because 
we desired to know if the complaint of the Oregon Pacific Company 
would disclose any injustice in the rates of the Southern Pacific 
Company, but as no complaint has been filed thus far, the board 
despairs finding any additional light from that source. Further- 
more, the reports, in possession of the board, of the Oregon Pacific 
Company, since May last show that said company has been oper- 
ating at a loss amounting to $22,489.38, and has not been able to 
pay current expenses, to say nothing of interest upon its invest- 
ment. The board is of the opinion that the plan of reducing rates 
far below cost, is not a real benefit to the public as it must nec- 
essarily be very temporary, and always disarranges trade, and 
makes traders dissatisfied. A reasonable permanent rate will be 
found best for both shipper and carrier.

These two cases, so far as the cause of complaint is concerned, are 
the same. The defendant's train leaves Baker City at 9 A. M. 
Shippers were in the habit of bringing their freight to the depot in 
the morning and asking immediate shipment, which caused, so the 
company claimed, great confusion and often the delay of the train. 
In order to avoid this, the company decided to force receipt of the 
freiglit from the shipper on the evening before, and it added as a 
penalty a rate of 25 cents a hundred additional on all freight re- 
ceived on the morning of its departure. Thomas McEwen of 
McEwenville, and Mirot Austin of Austinville, complained to the 
board against the rule. 

The board decided that the effect of the rule was to charge 50 
cents a hundred on freight if delivered today, and 25 cents a hun- 
dred if delivered yesterday, and is a palpable violation of the 
statute against discrimination. The following is the decision: — 

Portland, September 5, 1894. 

Joseph A. Westy Esq., SupL Sampler Valley R, R. (b,. Baker Gity, Or, — 

Dear Sir: I am directed by the board to inform you that the 
practice of your company in charging 50 cents per hundred on 
shipments where the freight is delivered on the same day on which 
it is to leave, as a penalty for late delivery, constitutes a discrimina- 
tion which is expressly prohibited by statute, and, therefore, the 
same is ordered discontinued. 

(Signed by the Clerk.) 

A subsequent letter received from Mr. West notified the board 
that the practice had been discontinued. 

In re Citizens of 1 r> • r\ ^ 
Island City. } Reopening Depot. 

In no way has the appointment of receivers for the Union Pacific, 
and the operating of that road by the federal authority, complicated 
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the railroad situation in Oregon, and handicapped the free action 
of tliis board more than can be seen in the consideration of the 
present case. 

The Union Pacific, or its representatives, the Oregon Short Line 
and Utah Northern, leased the Oregon Railway & Navigation Co.'s 
lines in flush times and paid a high rental, it being the payment of the 
fixed charges and six per cent on the stock. When the stringent 
times come, and the road fell far short of earning such a rental, the 
lessee decided to economize, that is, reduce its expenses. As a 
result of this general system of economy the a^ent at Island City 
was taken out and the depot closed. The citizens of said place 
petitioned the board to have the depot reopened and the agency 
rt established. 

There is by law granted the board general powers of supervision 
over railroads in this State in order to promote the public security, 
convenience, and accommodation. After going into the question 
in all its phases, after investigating the original contract between 
the citizens and the company, and also the business done by it at 
said place, and after taking into consideration the claim of the 
company that the place was so close to the city of La Grande, being 
less than two miles, as to really form a part of it, and that the com- 
f>any was really rendering better service by operating said station 
as a part of the La Grande switch yards, they aecided that the pub- 
lic security, convenience, and accommodation reasonably demanded 
that said depot be opened, and, as by law required, made a recom- 
mendation to the company to that eflect, of which the following is 
a copy: — 

Portland, Oregon, January 23, 1894. 

To R, W. Baxter, General Superintendent U. P. Co,, City — 

Dear Sir: Under and by virtue of the powers of general super- 
vision over the railroads of the State of Oregon, granted by the 
laws of said State to the board of railroad commissioners of said 
State, giving and granting unto said commissioners, and making 
it likewise their duty to carefully examine and inspect the con- 
dition of each of said railroads, of its equipment, and the manner 
of its conduct and management with reference to the public safety 
and convenience; and of the further powers and duties granted to, 
and created in, said board of railroad commissioners to inform said 
railroad, or the company, corporation, person or persons operating 
said railroad, of the changes, improvements, or increased facilities 
which said commissioners consider proper to be made (whenever they 
deem that a change in the mode of operating said railroad and con- 
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ducting its business, or that increased, better or improved facilities 
for the transportation of persons and property, are necessary in order 
to promote the security, convenience and accommodation of the 
public), — you are hereby notified and informed that said board of 
railroad commissioners considers that the reopening of the depot at 
Island City, Oregon, by the 0. R. & N. Co., or the lessees of said com- 
pany, or the receivers of each or both of said companies, or the officers 
in authority over said 0. R. & N. Co. or managing said company, and 
the reestablish ment of an agency at said place by said parties, is 
necessary, reasonable, and expedient in order to promote the public 
security, convenience, and accommodation at said place. 

And said board hereby recommends that at as early a date as 
possible, you place and maintain at said place a capable and suit- 
able agent who shall reasonably promote the public security,, con- 
venience and accommodation at said place. 

And you are hereby further notified and informed that said 
board considers that thirty days from the date hereof is a reason- 
able time in which to comply with said recommendation.

The company refused to obey the recommendation. There was 
nothing for the board to do but to start suit to enforce the same. 
It was believed by the board that a federal receiver had no power 
to disobey the laws of a State or to operate a railroad in contraven- 
tion of its statutes. An opinion obtained from the attorney-general 
reenforced this belief. (See opinions of attorney-general at end of 
volume.) If the status of responsibility was to remain unchanged 
the board saw its way clear to enforce its findings. But there then 
threatened, and was hourly expected, the appointment of a separate 
receiver for the 0. R. & N. Co. and the tearing loose of that road from 
the Union Pacific System. If the board started suit against the 
Union Pacific receivers, and then a separate receiver was appointed 
for the 0. R. & N. Co., such an appointment would unduly complicate 
such a suit, if it did not afford grounds for vacating the same. In 
any event the board believed, and time has justified the belief, that 
it could accomplish more, and that quicker and safer, by dealing 
with the 0. R. & N. Co. as a separate road, operated from Portland, 
than as a part of the Union Pacific System, and operated from 
Omaha. Tne suit would produce a friction and a beligerency which

was entirely uuneeded in the premises. As had been anticipated, 
the O. R. & N. Co. was segregated from the Union Pacific System, 
and on July 4, 1894, Mr. E. McNeil was appointed the receiver 
therefor. Subsequently tlie commissioners took the matter up 
anew with Receiver McNeill, and after going over the whole matter 
carefully, the receiver consented to grant the recommendation of 
the commissioners formerly made when the matter was in the 
hands of the Union Pacific Company, and agreed to place an agent 
in the station at Island City. 

The Dalles, Portland & Astoria Trans. Co. | j^^ Discrimina- 
The Oregon Railway & Navigation Co. j *^^' 

The cause of complaint in this case, drawn up with all legal 
formality as to the incorporation, operation, and present status of 
the defendant company, was substantially the same as that set 
forth in the case of F, D. McCully & Co, v. The Oregon Railway & 
Navigation Co, mentioned above. It alleged a discrimination by 
defendant against plaintiff on all freight delivered by plaintiff to 
defendant at The Dalles and destined for points eastward from 
The Dalles. It stated that defendant added its local rate from Port- 
land to The Dalles to all such freight shipments as a penalty in 
order to force shipments all the way by its line rather than by 
plaintiff's boats as far as The Dalles. The reply of defendant, 
made by W. W. Cotton, its secretary, denied that defendant was 
doing this, and added that if the same was being done, it was done 
by the receiver of said company, an officer of the federal court, 
and over whom defendant had no control. But it alleged that it 
had been informed by said receiver, and it stated the fact to be, 
that no such discrimination as charged existed. In the investiga- 
tion which followed, the officers of said defendant company and 
the officers of said receiver stated that if any such discrimination 
existed, it had arisen through inadvertence, and that the matter 
would be immediately cleared up and all cause of complaint re- 
moved. Plaintiff was informed of the result of the investigation, 
and that if the board did not hear further from it, the complaint 
would be considered as having been satisfied. Since which time 
no further word has been received. 
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INVESTIGATION OF ACCIDENTS. 



In re Thomas C. Sladden, killed in the Portland yard, March 4, 
1893, by Southern Pacific passenger train. 

The deceased met his death about 5 o'clock P. M. on Saturday, 
March 4, 1893, by being crushed under the wheels of the Albany 
local on the Southern Pacific. The investigation of the board 
fchowed that it was either suicide or an accident, but more probably 
the latter, being the result of an attempt to reach the brakebeam 
while the train was in motion. 

There was no negligence on the part of the company. 

In re A. Beran, killed in the Portland yard April 19, 1893, by a 
train in possession of North Pacific Terminal Company. 

The deceased was killed April 19, 1893, at the Union Depot, 
Portland. The train which ran over him was in the possession ol 
the North Pacific Terminal Company, which was removing it from 
the yard, when deceased deliberately threw himself across the rails 
underneath it, death resulting almost instantly. 

Negligence on the part of the Terminal Company was not found. 

In re J. J. Cavana, killed near Huntington, April 16, 1893, by 
Union Pacific passenger train. 

Two and a half miles west of Huntington there is a bridge on a 
sharp curve. On the above date as the Union Pacific train No. 2, 
running twenty-five miles an hour, rounded said curve, the en- 
gineer saw a man on the guardrail of the bridge. He reversed his 
lever, and applied the air. The man made a move first to get on a 
cap of the bridge, but next started towards the center of the track 
where the pilot struck him and hurled him into the river. He 
died before the train reached Huntington. The engineraen testified 
that a mile from the bridge the whistle was blown, and as the train 
rounded the curv^e the bell was ringing for the bridge. 

The board found no negligence on the part of the company. 

////rJoHX A. Hans, engineer, killed in East Portland, April 4, 
18t)o, by Portland & Vancouver motor train. 

1 his accident occurred on the Portland & Vancouver railroad. 
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Oa the night of said day the last train on said road for the night 
came over the brow of the hill a few blocks up from the intersec- 
tion of Union Avenue and East Couch Streets at such a rate of 
speed that, owing to the slippery condition of the rails, a slight 
mist having fallen, the engineer could not control it. Its momen- 
tum increased with the distance traveled, until it struck the curve 
at the intersection of the above streets, when the engine turned 
over, and in the accident the engineer, said John Hans, was so 
badly injured that he died a short time afterwards. The engine 
was found to be in good working order and every way suitable for 
service. In an ante mortem statement the engineer said that he 
approached the curve too fast. 

The board found " that the accident was the result of the engi- 
neer permitting the train to acquire a rate of speed such that he 
was unable to control the train on the said down grade; that the 
Portland & Vancouver Railroad Company and its employes are not 
chargeable with any negligence in said matter." 

la re John Newcomb, killed at Tangent, Oregon, June 3, 1893, 
by Southern Pacific freight No. 32. 

On the above date the Southern Pacific Company's freight train 
No. 32 came into said station, and after unloading from a car near 
the center of the train, moved up and unloaded from a car near 
the rear of the train, and then started out of town, occupying in 
all some fifteen minutes. 

The parents of deceased live on its east side about a block from 
the track. While the train was standing at the station John New- 
comb, aged 7 years, Ben Newcomb, aged 3 years, and their little 
sister were seen on the west side of the track. The next seen of 
John Newcomb, by any person competent to testify, he was under 
the wheels of the train. About eight cars passed over him, and 
from the injuries he received he died about an hour and a half 
afterwards. 

The following are the 7th and 8th findings of the board : "From 
the time that deceased was seen standing on the west side of the 
train to the time when he was under the cars, there is a gap in the 
testimony which was impossible to fill, no one having seen the 
deceased at the time he fell under the cars. The board is of the 
opinion (considering the age of the deceased, — 7 years, — and consid- 
ering that when last seen, immediately before the accident, he was 
on one side of the train, while his brother and little sister were on 
the other side, which is also the side on which their home is located) 
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that he attempted to cross under the cars over the track to where 
they were and was knocked down by the starting of the train. 

"The board finds that neither the S. P. Co. nor any of its agents 
or employes are in any wise responsible for this accident." 

In re G. C. Bell, killed between Amity and McCoy, August 7th, 
1893, by Southern Pacific Corvallis express. 

On the West Side Division of the Southern Pacific Co.'s lines, be- 
tween Amity and McCoy, a county road crosses the track. On the 
above date the deceased, a farmer, about 70 years of age, driving a 
double team in a light covered wagon on said road, attempted to 
cross said track just as the Corvallis passenger train, at about thirty 
miles an hour, bore down upon the crossing. The train struck the 
wagon, threw deceased under the engine, and instantly killed him. 

The board investigated the accident on the ground, and found, — 

"(4) That the railroad at the place of accident is slightly up- 
grade towards the said crossing, and runs for quite a distance on a 
straight line, and said train approaching said crossing was plainly 
visible from the road crossing the same for quite a distance. 

*'(5) Tliat the usual danger signal was given by said train ap- 
proaching said crossing before said accident. 

"(6) That neither the Southern Pacific Company nor its employes 
are chargeable with negligence in the matter of said accident." 

In re Unknown Man, supposed to be one C. C. Chace, killed near 
Clarnie Station, June 27, 1893, by Union Pacific passenger train. 

A cow on the track, which was in a cut and on a curve, wrecked 
on the above date a Union Pacific passenger train near the above 
station. An unknown man, whose name is supposed to be C. C. 
Chace, who was not a passenger on said train, but riding on the same 
unobserved by the employes, was killed. 

The board found that no blame attached to the railroad company. 

In re Ax Unknown Man, killed on the Deer Creek trestle, August 
14, 1893. 

On the morning of the above date, deceased, riding on the left- 
hand steps of the rear platform of the rear car of the Southern 
Pacific overland train, was beating his way. As the train ap- 
proached Roseburg, and was on the Deer Creek trestle, "the deceased 
left the train and was afterwards found on the ground by the side of 
the trestle in an unconscious condition, with leg broken and his skull 
broken over the left eye.'' He was never conscious thereafter, and 
died about two o'clock in the afternoon. 
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In its two last findings the board found — 

"(4) That neither the coroner's inquest nor the- evidence taken 
disclosed why or how the deceased left the train when he did. 

*'(5) That nothing has been found from the evidence nor other- 
wise that would attach any blame to the Southern Pacific Company 
nor to any of its employes in the matter." 

In re C. E. Shaw, killed near West Fork Station, September 2, 
1893, by Southern Pacific California Express. 

About a mile south of the above station, which is on the Southern 
Pacific line in Douglas County, on the above date, deceased was 
riding the brakebeam of the California Express. **He fell off*, was 
run over and injured, from which injuries he died on the same 
day." 

The board found no negligence on the part of the company. 

In re F. Blackman, killed at Oregon City, October 27, 1893, by 
Southern Pacific freight train. 

On the above date, the regular north-bound freight on the 
Southern Pacific line came through Oregon City about 5 o'clock in 
the morning. The deceased, who had been sleeping in a boxcar 
on the mill switch, attempted to board it, and in doing so fell 
under the wheels. The train passed on but the matter was reported 
at the station before the train left. Thereupon the train wns run 
back, deceased placed upon it, and brought to Oregon City, where, 
after an amputation of the leg, he died. 

The board found no negligence on the part of the company. 

In re James Cannon, killed near Junction City, November 3, 
1893, by Southern Pacific overland. 

On the night of the above date, as the overland Southern Pacific 
train was approaching Junction City a man was discovered on the 
track about one hundred yards ahead. The usual danger signal 
was given and the air applied, but the man did not leave the track, 
and was struck by the pilot, the result of which was that his right 
leg and arm were broken and he was otherwise injured. He died 
the next morning. 

The board found no negligence on the part of the company. 

In re J. P. Bushee, killed in the Pendleton yards, December 25, 
1898, by Union Pacific passenger train. 

There is a mystery surrounding this accident which as vet has 
never been satisfactorily solved. Deceased on the morning in 
24 
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question was a passenger on the east-bound Union Pacific train. 
The last seen of him alive he was sitting in the smoker; the whistle 
had blown for Pendleton; the brakeraaii had called his attention 
to that fact, and he arose as if to go into the next car to get his 
grip and overcoat. The next seen of him his body was discovered 
about 7:15 in the morning lying by the side of the track about 500 
yards west of the depot. Jiow the accident occuried is a matter of 
conjecture. Some way in passing from one platform to another he 
was thrown ofi'. *' His head struck the edge of a tie just on the out- 
side of the rail, the upper portion of the head was torn away, and 
the brains scattered for a distance of several feet." 

The board found that no fact tended to show negligence on the 
part of the company. 

Li re Lewis Arnfield, killed atWilburStation, January 23, 1894, 
by Southern Pacific California Express. 

It seems that the deceased, who was a boy about 18 years of age, 
living with his parents at Wilbur, was in the habit of jumping on 
and off moving trains. lie had been up to Roseburg, and had 
boarded the train going north through his home. He was discov- 
ered by the brakeman on the rear platform; was asked his destina- 
tion, and he gave Wilbur, "He was informed that the train did 
not stop at Wilbur, but he had better go forward and see the 
conductor, pay his fare, and may be the train would be stopped for 
him. He said he had no money to pay his fare. Thereupon the 
brakeman left him." The next stop was Oakland, this side of Wil- 
bur, and there the boy could not be found. The conductor of the 
next train they met was informed that the boy had probably 
jumped off at Wilbur, and he was asked to look for him, which he 
did. The result was the finding of the boy*s body. It was evident 
that he, "relying on his ability to get off a moving train with safety, 
had boarded the overland at Roseburg and when passing Wilbur 
had jumped, but the momentum was too great, he was thrown to 
the ground and his neck broken. The body rolled into a stream 
about sixty feet from where the prints of his feet showed where the 
boy first struck and floated down some twenty yards, when it stopped 
against a log and was found three hours afterwards." 

The board found no negligence on the part of the company. 

In re John Harkness, killed near McMinnville, January 27th, 
1894, by Southern Pacific West Side train No. 2. . - '. 

From the general manner of deceased's death, it is supposed he 
was intoxicated. He was lying on bridge number 51 D, which is 
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about one and one half miles south of MuMinnville, and was run 
over by said train. 
No negligence was found on the part of the company. 

In re James Peacock, killed near Scappoose, Oregon, May 23, 
1894, by Northern Pacific train No. 5. 

On the above date deceased was walking on the track of the 
above road near said station when said train was coming towards 
it. At the proper distance the usual warning signals were given, 
but for some reason deceased persisted in remaining on the track. 
The testimony of the gentleman for whom he worked raised a 
question as to whether or not it was a case of suicide. 

Board found no negligence on part of company. 

In re Thomas IIogan, fireman, killed near Goshen Station, Lane 
County, on October 28, 1894, by Southern Pacific train No. 32. 

Deceased on said date was the fireman on said train No. 32 
(freight), southbound. "At 1:20 P. M., when just south of Goshen, 
the engineer discovered that he was short of water, and deemed it 
necessary to cut loose from the train and run to the nearest water- 
tank, and for this purpose whistled for a brakeman to come and 
cut the engine off. Hogan, who was fireman of the engine, said: 
'I'll cut her off!' He was admonished that he had better not, but 
wait for the brakeman. But he went over on the tender to the 
rear of it. The engineer testified that he heard the hose part and 
heard the deceased shout: 'Go ahead.' He started, looked back, 
and saw him sitting by the side of the track, and again whistled 
for the train men." 

The first man who reached Hogan was the head brakeman. 
Hogan explained to him how the accident occurred. He got down 
to cut oflf the engine, and stood with one foot on the brakebeam of 
the engine and one on the brakebeam of the hf ad car. He turned 
the air cocks, pulled the pin, when the engine pulled slightly 
ahead with him standing in that position. "He tried first to reach 
the tank; failing in that, tried to reach the car, and failed in that. 
He then tried to throw himself clear of the track, but his legs were 
caught, and one set of trucks passed over him. The right thigh 
was crushed so that it was almost severed from the body. The left 
foot and leg were also crushed." He died from the shock. 

" It appears to the board that neither the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany nor any of its employes, were guilty of negligence. The de- 
ceased, of his own volition, performed the act which unfortunately 
resulted in his death." 
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In re Napoleon B. Stover, killed in Pendleton yards, by O. R. 
& N. Co.'s engine, October 30, 1894. 

Deceased was a ** wiper" in the shops at Pendleton. He was rid- 
ing in front of the engine which was backing down after having 
taken water. The engineer saw him standing up holding on to the 
rim of the tank. That was the last seen of him alive. The en- 
gineer of the next engine which followed discovered his remains on 
the track. In some manner, probably by missing his footing in 
taking a step, he fell, and being immediately injront of the tender 
it passed over him. The board found no negligence on the part of 
the 0. R. & N. Co.

COMMISSIONERS TARIFFS — POWER OF RAILROAD COMPANY TO 

MODIFY SAME. 

Holding^ that when the board establishes a tariff for a railroad 
company, the latter can, under the law, in no wise modify the same; 
that the board does not simply establish the maximum rate, leaving 
the company free to operate lower than that, but its tariff is both 
the maximum and the minimum rate, and if a company desires a 
reduction it must first apply to the board. 

Salkm, Oregon, March 17, 1894. 

Board of Railroad Commissioners^ Salem, Oregon — 

Dear Sirs: I am in receipt of your favor of a recent date ask- 
ing my opinion as to whether, after your board have established a 
tariff for a railroad company, the company can in any wise of itself, 
modify that tariff, or whether the board simply establishes the 
maximum tariff, leaving the company free to use any tariff below 
that so established. The act of 1891, increasing the power and 
defining the duties of the Railroad Commission, section 1, provides 
"that within ninety days after the passage of the act, it shall be 
the duty of all persons or corporations who shall own or operate 
any railroad in the State (street railroads excepted), to furnish the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners with a schedule of charges for 
transportation of persons and property ; and it shall be the duty of 
said board, and they are empowered to revise such schedule so 
furnished, and determine whether or not, and in what respect, if 
any, such charges are more than a reasonable and just compensa- 
tion for the services to be rendered, and whether or not unjust dis- 
crimination is made in such tariff of charges against any person, 
locality, or corporation; and when said schedule of charges is 
corrected as approved by said commission, the commission shall 
then append a certificate of its approval to said tariff of charges ; 
but in revising or establishing any and every tariff of charges, it 
shall be the duty of said commission to take into consideration the 
character and nature of the service to be performed, and the entire 
business of such railroad, together with its entire earnings from 
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passenger and other traffic, and so revise such tariffs as to allow a 
fair and just return on the value of such railroad, its appur- 
tenances, and equipments; and it shall be the duty of said commis- 
sion to exercise a watchful and careful supervision over every such 
tariff of charges, and continue such tariff of charges from time to 
time as justice to the public and each of said railroad companies 
may require, and to increase or reduce said rates according as ex- 
perience or business operations may show to be just; and said 
commission shall accordingly fix tariffs of charges for those rail- 
roads failing to furnish tariffs as required." 

It is obvious, from a most casual reading of the section quoted, 
that it was the intention of the legislature to vest in the Railroad 
Commission the entire matter of fixing the rates to be charged by 
railroad companies in this State, subject only to the limitation that 
such rates when established and approved shall allow to the com- 
panies a just and fair return on the value of their railroad, its 
appurtenances and equipments, and be just to the public and to 
the companies. 

Whatever doubt may have heretofore existed, as to the legislative 
intent, it has been settled, it seems to me, by the supreme court of 
this State in the -case of the State v. Rogers, 22 Oregon, 360. In dis- 
cussing the question whether the act of 1891 repealed by implication 
the Hoult Law, and as incidental thereto, the powers of the railroad 
commission under the said act, the court said: "That there is a 
direct and irreconcilable conflict between the provisions of the 
Hoult Law, under consideration, and the act of 1891, seems obvious. 
The two acts cover the same ground, and are antagonistic in theory 
and opposed in practice. By the one, the carrier is permitted to 
fix the rates for the transportation of persons and property, subject 
only to the limitation of the act; while by the other, this authority 
is taken from it and vested in the commission without limitation, 
except that the tariff as fixed by it shall be such as to * allow a fair 
and just return on the value of such railroad, its appurtenances and 
equipments.' * * By the former act, the tariff, when fixed and 
posted, cannot be increased during the succeeding six months; 
while by the latter, the commission is authorized to change the 
rates from time to time, *as justice to the public and the railroad 
companies may require, either increasing or reducing them, as ex- 

gerience, or business interest may show to be just.' Under the 
[oult Law, in no case was the carrier permitted to change or re- 
ceive more than four cents a mile for carrying passengers, or rates 
in excess of those charged by it on the 1st day of January, 1885, for 
carrying freight, although as a matter of fact its business might be 
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conducted at an absolute loss; while by the act of 1891, the com- 
mission is required to so fix the tariff, considering the character 
and return of the services to be performed and the entire earnings 
of the road, as to * allow a fair and just return on the value of the 
road, its appurtenances and equipments,' which necessarily re- 
quires it to exceed the maximum limits of the Hoult Law if neces- 
sary to allow such just and fair return. By the former, the 
legislature declared without qualification that a greater charge for 
a shorter haul than a longer one in the same direction is unjust dis- 
crimination against places; while the latter act, recognizing the 
fact that a less charge for a long haul than for a short one, if not 
made for the sake of putting up one place or another down, but 
when required by the exigencies of the business, in order to meet 
competition by water, the carriers on which are not under legisla- 
tive control, is not necessarily an unjust discrimination, but the 
result of circumstances over which the carrier has no control, has 
therefore vested in the commission power and authority to deter- 
mine whether or not a given tariff schedule constitutes unjust dis- 
crimination against or in favor of any locality." 

The court, in the case cited, recognizes in express terms the 
plenary power of the commission under the act of 1891, not only 
to fix the rates to be charged by railroad companies, but to watch 
over them, and change them from time to time as exigency may 
require, subject only to the limitations of the act. This being so, 
can the railroad companies, after a schedule of rates has been fixed 
and approved by the commission, and ordered in force, change the 
schedule so fixed ad libitum, so long as such changes and m^ difica- 
tions are kept below the maximum rate settled upon by the com- 
mission? One of the many objects sought to be accomplished by 
and through the commission is to prevent unjust discrimination in 
rates between places. When a schedule of rates has once been 
determined upon, it would be butr fair to indulge in the presump- 
tion, that in fixing such rates, the commission had in view the 
reasonableness of the rates under the statutory limitations, as well 
as the effect the same might have with respect to points along the 
line of the road, and that such rates were so fixed as to prevent 
unjust discrimination by the companies. If it be conceded, that 
notwithstanding this, the companies can change these rates at will 
within those established, the fundamental purpose of the commis- 
sion is set at naught, and it would be possible under such a theory 
to virtually nullify the plain intent, as well as the strict letter of 
the statute. 
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It follows from these considerations that the power to "increase 
or reduce" the rates fixed and approved by the commission, is 
vested in the commission, to be exercised by them "according as 
experience or business operations may show to be just," and that 
changes cannot be made in such rates by the companies without 
the approval of the board of commissioners.

Duties of the Commission — Power to Enforce Private Con- 
tracts. — Holding, that in all controversies between railroad com- 
panies and shippers cognizable by this board, there must be some 
element of public interest or concern, and that the settlement of a 
purely private matter between the two must be left to the courts.

Board of Railroad CommissionerSj Salem, Oregon — 

Gentlemen: I am in receipt of your favor of recent date in 
whit;h you submit to me for my opinion the following question: 
"Can the board investigate, and therefore make findings, upon any 
question which is purely a private matter between the railroad 
company and some other corporation or individual, or must there 
be mixed with all such questions some element of public interest or 
concern?" 

The powers of the board under the act of 1887 are fully and 
thoroughly discussed in the case brought by them against the 0. R. 
<t N. Co., 17 Oregon, 65, and a mere reference to that opinion dis- 
poses of the necessity of discussing at length said act, and the 
powers of the board thereunder. The act of 1891 was intended to 
enlarge the powers of the board; to meet objections to the provis- 
ions of the former act, suggested by the opinion of the court in the 
case cited. In some respects, these objections have been obviated, 
but the law, taken as a whole, is still subject to the criticism of 
of being incongruous and ambiguous. 

A careful reading of sections 11 and 14 of the act of 1887, and 
section 3 of the act of 1891, must convince one, that the main pur- 
pose and intent of the legislature was, to make it the duty of the 
board to investigate and make findings in cases in which the public 
had jm interest, direcUy or indirectly; as, for example, in cases 
where the railroad compajiies were violating rates of charges legally 
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eetablished. In such a case, the complaint might be made to the 
board by a private individual, who alone might be directly affected, 
yet the public has an interest in the enforcement of schedules of 
rates fixed by the board. 

It cannot be that it was intended by the legislature to do away 
with existing forms of action for tlie enforcement of private rights 
against railroad companies. To ^ive the act in question such a 
construction, would lend the arm and revenue of the Slate to the 
enforcement of every right of action whether arising out of contract 
or tort, and inasmuch as a summary mode of procedure is pointed 
out in section 6, the defendant would be deprived of the right of 
trial by jury, a right guaranteed by the constitution. 

Taking the acts defining the powers of the commission as a 
whole, and construing them in the light of the decision of the 
supreme court in the case referred to, I am of the opinion that the 
board is not authorized to investigate and make findings upon 
questions of a purely private character between the railroad com- 
pany and some other corporation, firm, or individual, except in 
cases where the power is expressly conferred.

CoNPLicrr OF Jurisdiction — Power of Board over Railroad 
Corporation IN the Hands of a Federal Receiver. — Holdhig^ 
that in such a case the remedy of the board to enforce its findings 
is by the proper action in the State circuit court, and that the fed- 
eral court will not modify a judgment so obtained.

Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your favor of a recent date, sub- 
mitting for my opinion the following: — 

** Suppose a domestic railroad corporation is leased and operated 
by a foreign railroad corporation, which said foreign corporation 
has gone into the hands of a receiver appointed by the federal court 
carrying with it said domestic corporation. If the operation of said 
road is such as to violate the proper and legal orders of the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners of this State, what is the remedy of the 
board? (1) What form of action must it bring? (2) And in what 
tribunal? (3) If the remedy is in the State circuit court, what 
25 
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control will the federal court have over the judgment and execution 
under the latter clause of section 3 of the federal act of 1888 concern- 
ing the jurisdiction of circuit courts, receivers, etc.? (Supplement 
Revised Statutes U. S. Vol. 1, p. 614.) (4) If said receiver should 
start proceedings in the federal court to modify or control said judg- 
ment, would the board, under section 7 of the State act of 1891, 
acquire standing in said federal court to appear in support of said 
judgment?" 

The railroad commission act of 1891 clearly points out the duties 
of the Railroad Commissioners. The fact that a railroad corporation 
doing business in this State and subject to State control, is in the 
hftnds of a receiver appointed by the federal courts, does not oust 
either the Railroad Commissioners of jurisdiction to supervise and 
control such corporation subject to tlie provisions of the act in ques- 
tion, nor the State courts of jurisdiction in a proper proceeding 
commenced as provided in section 6 of the said act, to enforce the 
lawful orders and findings of said commission. 

(1) The action would therefore be instituted against the re- 
ceiver or receivers of the corporation in a given case to enforce 
the particular finding of the board, as in other, cases, and (2) 
would have to be brought in the proper circuit court of the State. 
Leave of the court where the receivership is pending, is no longer 
a prerequisite to instituting proceedings against a receiver or re- 
ceivers to enforce the legal orders of the board. (3) The act of 
congress of 1888, which authorizes suits against receivers appointed 
by the federal courts, without the previous leave of the court being 
first had and obtained, does not either expressly or by implication 
give such court any appellate or revisory control over judgments 
rendered in such suits. The latter clause of section 3 of the said 
act of congress, which provides **that such suits shall be subject to 
the general equity jurisdiction of the court in which such receiver 
or manager was appointed, so far as the same shall be necessary to 
the ends of justice," would seem to give the federal courts some 
supervisory jurisdiction over judgments rendered against receivers, 
but it has been judicially observed in reference to this qualifica- 
tion, that the better opinion of the effect of section 3 is, that it 
dispenses with leave of the court appointing the receiver, as a pre- 
requisite to instituting a suit against him in another court, and 
that a suit brought thereunder has the same status, and a judgment 
rendered therein has the same effect as if permission to sue had 
been regularly granted by the court appointing the receiver. See 
MhRonri Pacific R. R. Co. v. Texas Pacific R. R. Co. 41 F. R. 311. If 
any other construction were given the act, the right to sue a re-

eeiver in the State court would be of little utility, for the judg- 
ments of such court could be annulled or modified at the discretion 
of the federal court. It is open to the receiver to correct the errors 
of the inferior courts of the State by an appeal to the supreme 
court. But the federal court is not in any sense or manner invested 
with appellate or supervisory jurisdiction over the State courts, 
and cannot annul, vacate, or modify their judgments. (4) The 
views expressed in answer to proposition 3 are a sufficient answer 
to this question.
